• Educate  and  outreach  to  the  public  on  sound  and  sustainable  pruning  practices  and  the  importance 
and  value  of  planting  and  maintaining  trees.  Recognize  sound  and  unsound  pruning  practices  by 
developing  criteria  and  process  for  nominating  a favorite  and  worst  tree  of  the  month,  identify  ways  to 
report  and  issue  violations,  and  leverage  other  City  agency  efforts  to  further  this  goal.  Develop  an 
information  guide-sheet  for  the  Police  Department  on  how  to  handle  violations.  Identify  strategies  for 
Council  member  outreach  and  education  campaigns. 

• Increasing  engagement  in  other  public  plantings  in  addition  to  Arbor  Day. 

• Work  with  City  agencies  to  change  the  default  size  of  the  space  that  trees  are  planted  in. 

• Increase  Council  visibility  by  targeting  City  agencies  and  the  Mayor’s  Office. 

• Preserve  trees  during  construction. 

• Amend  the  Landmark  Tree  Ordinance  to  include  groups  and  groves  of  trees. 

• Attend  meetings  prepared  in  response  to  documents  sent  out  in  advance. 

• As  part  of  an  education  component,  identify  obstacles  to  street  tree  planting  and  prepare 
recommendations  to  overcome  obstacles.  Work  on  public  perception  against  street  trees.

Member  Muraoka  proposed  that  the  second  goal  should  be 
to  work  on  landmarking  groups  and  groves  of  trees.  (AYES:  Chair  D’Agostino,  Council  Members  Cohen, 
Hillan,  Hillson,  Milne,  Sherk,  Sider  and  Vargas;  Absent:  Council  Members  Buck  and  Costello)

Council  Members  were  invited  to  join  in  the 
volunteer  effort.

2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  the  January  28,  2011  Urban  Forestry  Council  Regular  Meeting.  (Explanatory 
Document:  January  28,  2011  Draft  and  Approved  Minutes)  (Discussion  and  Action)  Upon  Motion  by 
Vice-Chair  Buck,  second  by  Chair  D’Agostino,  the  January  28,  2011  Urban  Forestry  Council  Minutes  were 
approved  without  objection  (AYES:  Members  D’Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hiilson,  Sider,  and 
Sullivan;  Absent:  Members  Hiilan,  Sherwin,  Vargas).

3.  Introduction  of  New  Urban  Forestry  Council  Members.  (Discussion).  Council  Coordinator  Hui, 

Council  Secretary  Fish,  Council  Members  and  new  Council  Members  Flanagan  and  Sullivan  introduced 
themselves 

4.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council’s  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda. 

Ms.  Jade,  environmental  student  at  San  Francisco  State  University  inquired: 

• Are  any  trees  at  San  Francisco  State  University  (SFSU)  designated  with  landmark  tree  status? 
Coordinator  Hui  replied  that  there  are  no  designated  landmark  trees  at  San  Francisco  State.  Vice- 
Chair  Buck  suggested  contacting  Mr.  Phil  Evans,  SFSU  Maintenance  and  Landscape  Groundskeeper, 
who  is  active  in  the  arboriculture  industry. 

• Is  there  a specific  area  in  San  Francisco  that  needs  trees  more  than  others?  Coordinator  Hui 
reported  that  the  most  recent  reports  are  not  recent  enough  to  answer  the  question  quantitatively.  The 
Street  Tree  Analysis  performed  over  five  years  ago  found  that  there  were  districts  that  had  a lower 
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tree  percentage  canopy  cover  than  other  districts,  but  a lot  of  work  has  been  done  in  those  districts  so 
it  is  unclear  at  this  point  She  stated  that  she  would  email  Ms.  Jade  the  Street  Tree  Analysis. 

• What  are  the  best  adaptive  or  heartiest  trees  for  San  Francisco?  Chair  D'Agostino  referred  Ms  Jade 
to  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List.  Coordinator  Hui  stated  that  the  different  microclimates  and  the 
very  specific  planting  locations  vary  so  greatly,  that  there  are  no  trees  that  work  for  every  location  in 
San  Francisco.  You  have  to  pick  the  right  tree  for  the  right  spot. 

• How  are  the  decisions  to  plant  trees  in  San  Francisco  made?  Vice-Chair  Buck  stated  that  there  is  a 
street  tree  permit  application  process  through  Department  of  Public  Works  or  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest.  There  are  no  rules  for  private  property  owners  who  want  to  plant  a tree.  He  referred  to  Article 
16  of  the  Public  Works  Code  and  San  Francisco’s  Urban  Forestry  Ordinance  for  additional 
information.  Department  of  Public  Works  will  be  allowing  the  public  to  submit  a planting  application 
online  in  the  near  future.  There  is  a Recommended  Street  Tree  Species  List  that  will  be  discussed  in 
this  meeting,  and  trees  are  reviewed  by  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest. 
Due  to  the  microclimate,  every  planting  site  can  be  different. 

• What  are  tangible  San  Francisco  urban  tree  contributions,  e.g.t  less  speeding,  less  crime,  overall 
contentment  to  neighborhoods?  Chair  D’Agostino  reported  that  the  number  one  benefit  is  an  increase 
in  property  value,  and  the  second  is  the  capture  of  stormwater. 

Ms.  Jade  stated  that  she  would  be  looking  for  a summer  internship  in  the  Urban  Forestry  program. 

5.  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  No.  2011-02-UFC  amending  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Bylaws 
to  change  Annual  Officer  Elections  from  the  April  to  May  meetings.  Sponsor  and  Speaker:  Chair 
D'Agostino  (Explanatory  Documents.

Ms.  Fish  reported  that  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Bylaws  Amendment  was  published  in  accordance  with 
Council  Bylaws  requirements.  Chair  D’Agostino  reported  that  the  Bylaws  call  for  officer  elections  in  April, 
and  the  Council  at  their  December  2010  meeting  eliminated  the  requirement  for  an  April  meeting.  Upon 
Motion  by  Chair  D’Agostino,  second  by  Member  Sider,  Resolution  File  2011-02-UFC  amending  the 
Bylaws  to  change  annual  officer  elections  from  the  April  to  May  meetings  was  approved  without  objection 
(AYES:  Members  D'Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hillson,  Sider,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members 
Hillan,  Sherwin.  Vargas).  (Explanatory  Documents:  Resolution  0OSM 1-UFG  and  Bylaws  as  Amended  on 
March  25,  2011). 

6.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Chair  and  Vice-Chair  Nominations.  (Discussion)  Member  Costello  nominated 
Member  D'Agostino  for  Chair  and  Member  Buck  for  Vice-Chair.  Member  Buck  did  not  accept  the 
nomination.  Member  Costello  nominated  Member  Vargas  for  Vice-Chair.  Member  Hillson  expressed  her 
interest  in  the  position  of  Vice  Chair.  Chair  D’Agostino  nominated  Member  Hillson  for  Vice  Chair.  A 
discussion  was  held  about  nominating  a senior  member  for  office.  Chair  D’Agostino  discussed  the 
possibility  of  nominating  Member  Hillan  based  on  his  availability.  A discussion  was  held  about  Chair  and 
Vice-Chair  responsibilities. 

7.  Review  of  Draft  2011  San  Francisco  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  and  Approval  of  Draft 
Resolution  File  No.  2011-03-UFC  Adopting  the  List.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Resolution  File  No. 
2011-03-UFC,  Draft  2011  San  Francisco  Recommended  Street  Tree  List,  and  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest  Tree  Planting  Data)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  on  changes  to  the  formatting  and  heading  for  the  201 1 list.  Chair 
D'Agostino  reported  that  a working  group  would  potentially  be  formed  in  the  fall  to  discuss 
recommendations  for  revisions  to  the  2012  list.  A discussion  was  held  on  trees  not  recommended  for 
planting,  Ficus  microcarpa,  due  to  damage  that  the  tree  causes  to  sidewalks  (see  explanatory  document) 
and  Acacia  melanoxylon.  It  was  suggested  that  common  names  be  added  to  the  2012  list. 
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Upon  Motion  by  Member  Sider,  second  by  Member  Costello,  Resolution  File  No.  2011-03-UFC  adopting 
the  201 1 San  Francisco  Recommended  Street  Tree  Species  List  was  approved  with  typographical  edits. 
(AYES:  Members  D’Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hillson,  Sider,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members 
Hillan,  Sherwin,  and  Vargas.)  (Explanatory  Document:  Resolution  003-1 1-UFC) 

8.  Tree  of  the  Month  Campaign.  The  Council  will  review  and  consider  adopting  the  Program  Plan  for  the 
Tree  of  the  Month  Campaign.  (Draft  Program  Plan)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Coordinator  Hui  presented  a Tree  of  the  Month  program  plan  based  on  what  is  feasible  with  current 
Department  staffing  for  outreach.  She  stated  that  this  plan  could  meet  the  Council’s  program  goals  for  an 
educational  campaign  to  improve  tree  pruning  in  the  city  using  positive  messaging.  The  plan  would  be  for 
Council  Members  to  take  one  month  each  to  find  a tree  in  each  district  that  is  pruned  well  and  supplying 
Ms.  Hui  with  images  of  the  tree,  five  to  ten  sentences  about  the  tree,  and  location.  All  trees  should  be  in 
public  locations  so  they  can  serve  as  examples  to  the  public.  If  the  campaign  is  successful,  it  could  be 
incorporated  into  a gallery  in  the  Department’s  website  redesign  process. 

This  agenda  item  was  referred  to  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee’s  April  12  meeting  to  discuss  process 
and  how  to  promote  the  campaign  to  a wide  audience.  Council  Members  were  asked  to  send  Ms.  Hui 
their  ideas  for  the  campaign  before  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee  meeting. 

9.  Annual  Pruning  Workshop.  The  Council  will  discuss  this  year’s  pruning  workshop  and  make 
suggestions  for  improvement.  (Discussion) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  one  of  the  Council’s  annual  tasks  has  been  to  hold  a pruning 
workshop  for  City  employees  on  the  City’s  adopted  Pruning  Standards  in  order  to  improve  the  pruning 
that  municipal  arborists  and  gardeners  are  doing  for  trees  in  San  Francisco.  The  workshop  is  typically 
held  in  June  of  each  year.  Council  Members  determined  that  Article  16  of  the  Public  Works  Code  and 
Environment  Code  Chapter  12  establishing  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  does  not  mandate  that  the 
Council  host  the  workshop.  Ms.  Fish  reported  that  hosting  this  work  shop  was  part  of  the  Council’s  Work 
Plan  priorities.  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  this  is  one  of  the  activities  listed  on  the  work-order  that  is 
submitted  to  agencies  that  provide  funding  to  the  Council,  and  that  she  would  check  whether  the 
workshop  is  required.

She  offered  to  consult  with  Council 
Members  in  the  future.

Bonnie  Ora  Sherk  for  her  service  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  was  approved  without  objection  (AYES: 
Members  D’Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hillson,  Sider,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members  Hillan, 
Sherwin,  and  Vargas).  (Explanatory  Document:  Resolution  004-1 1-UFC.) 

11.  Staff  Report.  Staff  will  provide  updates  on  Urban  Forestry  Council  administrative  and  programmatic 
operations  relating  to  research,  planning,  funding,  outreach,  and  other  related  activities.  (Informational 
Report  and  Discussion) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  provided  updates  that  include: 

• Forty-four  trees  were  planted  on  Arbor  Day  earlier  this  month.  Mr.  Charlie  Starbuck,  a long-time, 
Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  volunteer  was  honored  as  this  year’s  tree  honoree. 

• The  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element  will  be  moving  forward  again. 

• The  Department  of  the  Environment  grant  to  GalFire  for  an  education,  fruit  tree,  and  gleaning 
program  is  pending. 

• Twenty-three  fruit  trees  were  planted  in  Golden  Gate  Park  in  February  as  part  of  the  kickoff 
planting  for  the  gleaning  program.  Funding  for  that  program  was  received  from  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation.  There  is  continued  funding  for  trees  from  the  San  Francisco  Local  Carbon  Fund. 

• There  is  an  upcoming  urban  greening  grant  opportunity  from  Proposition  84  funds.  The  letter  of 
intent  to  apply  is  on  April  9th  and  is  due  by  the  end  of  April. 

• Two  new  applications  for  landmark  trees  have  been  received 

• Council  Coordinator  Hui  will  be  out  of  the  office  from  May  10  - May  17m 

A discussion  was  held  on  establishing  a process  for  meeting  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code 
Section  1203(a)(2),  that  the  Council  make  recommendations  to  relevant  agencies  on  major  publicly 
sponsored  developments  and  civic  improvements  and  changes  to  the  public  right  of  way  as  these 
projects  may  impact  trees.  Council  Members  Muraoka  and  Sider  offered  to  track  Redevelopment  Agency 
and  Planning  Department  projects  that  may  have  urban  forestry  consequences 

12.  Committee  Reports:  (Informational  Reports  and  Discussion) 

Planning  & Funding  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  The  next  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Thursday,  April  21, 
201 1, 4:15  p.m.  at  City  Hall,  Room  421.  Planning  and  Funding  Committee  Chair  Buck  reported  that  the 
March  17  meeting  included  a discussion  on  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  Species  List.  The  2012  list 
would  be  scheduled  for  a Planning  and  Funding  Committee  meeting  in  October  and  potentially  at  a 
working  group  before  then.  The  other  agenda  item  was  outreach  to  the  Police  Department  on  how  to 
respond  to  improper  pruning  and  un-permitted  removal  of  public  trees.

Coordinator  Hui  replied  that  there  are  no  designated  landmark  trees  at  San  Francisco  State.  Vice- 
Chair  Buck  suggested  contacting  Mr.  Phil  Evans,  SFSU  Maintenance  and  Landscape  Groundskeeper, 
who  is  active  in  the  arboriculture  industry. 

• Is  there  a specific  area  in  San  Francisco  that  needs  trees  more  than  others?  Coordinator  Hui 
reported  that  the  most  recent  reports  are  not  recent  enough  to  answer  the  question  quantitatively.  The 
Street  Tree  Analysis  performed  over  five  years  ago  found  that  there  were  districts  that  had  a lower 
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tree  percentage  canopy  cover  than  other  districts,  but  a lot  of  work  has  been  done  in  those  districts  so 
it  is  unclear  at  this  point.  She  stated  that  she  would  email  Ms.  Jade  the  Street  Tree  Analysis. 

• What  are  the  best  adaptive  or  heartiest  trees  for  San  Francisco?  Chair  D’Agostino  referred  Ms.  Jade 
to  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List.  Coordinator  Hui  stated  that  the  different  microclimates  and  the 
very  specific  planting  locations  vary  so  greatly,  that  there  are  no  trees  that  work  for  every  location  in 
San  Francisco.  You  have  to  pick  the  right  tree  for  the  right  spot. 

• How  are  the  decisions  to  plant  trees  in  San  Francisco  made?  Vice-Chair  Buck  stated  that  there  is  a 
street  tree  permit  application  process  through  Department  of  Public  Works  or  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest.  There  are  no  rules  for  private  property  owners  who  want  to  plant  a tree.  He  referred  to  Article 
16  of  the  Public  Works  Code  and  San  Francisco’s  Urban  Forestry  Ordinance  for  additional 
information.  Department  of  Public  Works  will  be  allowing  the  public  to  submit  a planting  application 
online  in  the  near  future.  There  is  a Recommended  Street  Tree  Species  List  that  will  be  discussed  in 
this  meeting,  and  trees  are  reviewed  by  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest. 
Due  to  the  microclimate,  every  planting  site  can  be  different. 

• What  are  tangible  San  Francisco  urban  tree  contributions,  e.g.,  less  speeding,  less  crime,  overall 
contentment  to  neighborhoods?  Chair  D’Agostino  reported  that  the  number  one  benefit  is  an  increase 
in  property  value,  and  the  second  is  the  capture  of  stormwater. 

Ms.  Jade  stated  that  she  would  be  looking  for  a summer  internship  in  the  Urban  Forestry  program. 

5.  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  No.  2011-02-UFC  amending  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Bylaws 
to  change  Annual  Officer  Elections  from  the  April  to  May  meetings.  Sponsor  and  Speaker:  Chair 
D’Agostino  (Explanatory  Documents:  Notice  of  Proposed  Bylaws  Amendment  and  Draft  Resolution  File 
No.  2011-02-UFC)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Ms.  Fish  reported  that  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Bylaws  Amendment  was  published  in  accordance  with 
Council  Bylaws  requirements.  Chair  D’Agostino  reported  that  the  Bylaws  call  for  officer  elections  in  April, 
and  the  Council  at  their  December  2010  meeting  eliminated  the  requirement  for  an  April  meeting.  Upon 
Motion  by  Chair  D’Agostino,  second  by  Member  Sider,  Resolution  File  2011-02-UFC  amending  the 
Bylaws  to  change  annual  officer  elections  from  the  April  to  May  meetings  was  approved  without  objection 
(AYES:  Members  D’Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hillson,  Sider,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members 
Hillan,  Sherwin,  Vargas).  (Explanatory  Documents:  Resolution  002-1 1-UFC  and  Bylaws  as  Amended  on 
March  25,  2011). 

6.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Chair  and  Vice-Chair  Nominations.  (Discussion)  Member  Costello  nominated 
Member  D’Agostino  for  Chair  and  Member  Buck  for  Vice-Chair.  Member  Buck  did  not  accept  the 
nomination.  Member  Costello  nominated  Member  Vargas  for  Vice-Chair.  Member  Hillson  expressed  her 
interest  in  the  position  of  Vice  Chair.  Chair  D’Agostino  nominated  Member  Hillson  for  Vice  Chair.  A 
discussion  was  held  about  nominating  a senior  member  for  office.  Chair  D’Agostino  discussed  the 
possibility  of  nominating  Member  Hillan  based  on  his  availability.  A discussion  was  held  about  Chair  and 
Vice-Chair  responsibilities. 

7.  Review  of  Draft  2011  San  Francisco  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  and  Approval  of  Draft 
Resolution  File  No.  2011-03-UFC  Adopting  the  List.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Resolution  File  No. 
2011-03-UFC,  Draft  2011  San  Francisco  Recommended  Street  Tree  List,  and  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest  Tree  Planting  Data)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  on  changes  to  the  formatting  and  heading  for  the  201 1 list.  Chair 
D Agostino  reported  that  a working  group  would  potentially  be  formed  in  the  fall  to  discuss 
recommendations  for  revisions  to  the  2012  list.  A discussion  was  held  on  trees  not  recommended  for 
planting,  Ficus  microcarpa,  due  to  damage  that  the  tree  causes  to  sidewalks  (see  explanatory  document) 
and  Acacia  melanoxylon.  It  was  suggested  that  common  names  be  added  to  the  2012  list. 
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Upon  Motion  by  Member  Sider,  second  by  Member  Costello,  Resolution  File  No.  2011-03-UFC  adopting 
the  201 1 San  Francisco  Recommended  Street  Tree  Species  List  was  approved  with  typographical  edits. 
(AYES:  Members  D’Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hillson,  Sider,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members 
Hillan,  Sherwin,  and  Vargas.)  (Explanatory  Document:  Resolution  003-1 1-UFC) 

8.  Tree  of  the  Month  Campaign.  The  Council  will  review  and  consider  adopting  the  Program  Plan  for  the 
Tree  of  the  Month  Campaign.  (Draft  Program  Plan)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Coordinator  Hui  presented  a Tree  of  the  Month  program  plan  based  on  what  is  feasible  with  current 
Department  staffing  for  outreach.  She  stated  that  this  plan  could  meet  the  Council’s  program  goals  for  an 
educational  campaign  to  improve  tree  pruning  in  the  city  using  positive  messaging.  The  plan  would  be  for 
Council  Members  to  take  one  month  each  to  find  a tree  in  each  district  that  is  pruned  well  and  supplying 
Ms.  Hui  with  images  of  the  tree,  five  to  ten  sentences  about  the  tree,  and  location.  All  trees  should  be  in 
public  locations  so  they  can  serve  as  examples  to  the  public.  If  the  campaign  is  successful,  it  could  be 
incorporated  into  a gallery  in  the  Department’s  website  redesign  process. 

This  agenda  item  was  referred  to  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee’s  April  12  meeting  to  discuss  process 
and  how  to  promote  the  campaign  to  a wide  audience.  Council  Members  were  asked  to  send  Ms.  Hui 
their  ideas  for  the  campaign  before  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee  meeting. 

9.  Annual  Pruning  Workshop.  The  Council  will  discuss  this  year’s  pruning  workshop  and  make 
suggestions  for  improvement.  (Discussion) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  one  of  the  Council’s  annual  tasks  has  been  to  hold  a pruning 
workshop  for  City  employees  on  the  City’s  adopted  Pruning  Standards  in  order  to  improve  the  pruning 
that  municipal  arborists  and  gardeners  are  doing  for  trees  in  San  Francisco.  The  workshop  is  typically 
held  in  June  of  each  year.  Council  Members  determined  that  Article  1 6 of  the  Public  Works  Code  and 
Environment  Code  Chapter  12  establishing  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  does  not  mandate  that  the 
Council  host  the  workshop.  Ms.  Fish  reported  that  hosting  this  work  shop  was  part  of  the  Council’s  Work 
Plan  priorities.  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  this  is  one  of  the  activities  listed  on  the  work-order  that  is 
submitted  to  agencies  that  provide  funding  to  the  Council,  and  that  she  would  check  whether  the 
workshop  is  required. 

This  agenda  item  was  referred  to  the  Planning  and  Funding  Committee  to  discuss  whether  the  Council 
should  be  providing  the  workshop  and  how  it  can  be  restructured  in  the  future  to  possibly  include 
partnerships  with  other  City  agencies  with  tree  care  responsibilities  such  as  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest.  Coordinator  Hui  would  issue 
a report  back  to  the  Council  at  their  May  meeting  on  the  requirement  for  the  Council  to  host  the  workshop. 
A copy  of  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  budget  would  be  distributed  to  Council  Members. 

10.  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  No.  2011-04-UFC  commending  Bonnie  Ora  Sherk  for  her  service 
to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  (Explanatory  Document:  Draft  Resolution  File  No.  2011-04-UFC) 
(Discussion  and  Action) 

Ms.  Fish  read  the  Resolution  commending  Council  Emeritus  Bonnie  Ora  Sherk  for  her  service  to  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council.  Council  Emeritus  Sherk  welcomed  new  Council  Members  and  discussed  the 
importance  of  serving  on  the  Council  and  the  opportunity  that  it  provides  for  planting  and  maintaining 
trees,  as  well  as  educating  the  public  on  the  importance  of  trees.  She  stated  that  more  attention  should 
be  paid  to  whole  watersheds  and  the  opportunities  they  afford  for  expanding  and  maintaining  the  urban 
forest.  Ms.  Sherk  stated  that  she  was  happy  to  have  served  on  this  important  body  which  deserves  more 
attention,  and  that  it  is  up  to  the  Council  to  make  that  happen.  She  offered  to  consult  with  Council 
Members  in  the  future. 
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Upon  Motion  by  Chair  D’Agostino,  second  by  Member  Sider,  Resolution  2011-04-UFC  commending 
Bonnie  Ora  Sherk  for  her  service  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  was  approved  without  objection  (AYES: 
Members  D'Agostino,  Buck,  Costello,  Flanagan,  Hillson,  Sider,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members  Hillan, 
Sherwin,  and  Vargas).  (Explanatory  Document:  Resolution  004-1 1-UFC.) 

11.  Staff  Report.  Staff  will  provide  updates  on  Urban  Forestry  Council  administrative  and  programmatic 
operations  relating  to  research,  planning,  funding,  outreach,  and  other  related  activities.  (Informational 
Report  and  Discussion) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  provided  updates  that  include: 

• Forty-four  trees  were  planted  on  Arbor  Day  earlier  this  month.  Mr.  Charlie  Starbuck,  a long-time, 
Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  volunteer  was  honored  as  this  year’s  tree  honoree. 

• The  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element  will  be  moving  forward  again. 

• The  Department  of  the  Environment  grant  to  CalFire  for  an  education,  fruit  tree,  and  gleaning 
program  is  pending. 

• Twenty-three  fruit  trees  were  planted  in  Golden  Gate  Park  in  February  as  part  of  the  kickoff 
planting  for  the  gleaning  program.  Funding  for  that  program  was  received  from  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation.  There  is  continued  funding  for  trees  from  the  San  Francisco  Local  Carbon  Fund. 

• There  is  an  upcoming  urban  greening  grant  opportunity  from  Proposition  84  funds.  The  letter  of 
intent  to  apply  is  on  April  9th  and  is  due  by  the  end  of  April. 

• Two  new  applications  for  landmark  trees  have  been  received. 

• Council  Coordinator  Hui  will  be  out  of  the  office  from  May  10  - May  17th. 

A discussion  was  held  on  establishing  a process  for  meeting  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code 
Section  1203(a)(2),  that  the  Council  make  recommendations  to  relevant  agencies  on  major  publicly 
sponsored  developments  and  civic  improvements  and  changes  to  the  public  right  of  way  as  these 
projects  may  impact  trees.  Council  Members  Muraoka  and  Sider  offered  to  track  Redevelopment  Agency 
and  Planning  Department  projects  that  may  have  urban  forestry  consequences. 

12.  Committee  Reports:  (Informational  Reports  and  Discussion) 

Planning  & Funding  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  The  next  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Thursday,  Aprii  21, 
201 1 , 4:15  p.m.  at  City  Hall,  Room  421.  Planning  and  Funding  Committee  Chair  Buck  reported  that  the 
March  17  meeting  included  a discussion  on  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  Species  List.  The  2012  list 
would  be  scheduled  for  a Planning  and  Funding  Committee  meeting  in  October  and  potentially  at  a 
working  group  before  then.  The  other  agenda  item  was  outreach  to  the  Police  Department  on  how  to 
respond  to  improper  pruning  and  un-permitted  removal  of  public  trees.  He  distributed  an  explanatory 
document  on  Department  of  Public  Works  recommendations  on  reporting  emergency  tree  issues  to  the 
City.  This  agenda  topic  would  be  scheduled  for  discussion  at  a future  Planning  and  Funding  Committee 
meeting.  Chair  Buck  asked  to  continue  his  membership  as  a Planning  and  Funding  Committee  member, 
but  stated  that  he  would  be  unable  to  act  as  Chair. 

Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee  Report.  Chair’s  Report  on  the  February  8 and  March  8,  201 1 
meetings.  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee  has  been  discussing  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Landmark  Tree  Ordinance  to  incorporate  groves  and  possibly  adding  additional 
items.  A discussion  will  be  held  with  Department  of  Public  Works  and  their  legal  team  on  proposed 
language  to  Article  1 6.  This  agenda  item  is  scheduled  for  discussion  at  the  April  12,  2011  Landmark  T ree 
Committee  meeting. 

Items  13  and  14  were  heard  together. 
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13.  Chair’s  Announcements:  Chair,  Urban  Forestry  Council  (Information  and  Discussion) 

Chair  D’Agostino  reported  that  Agenda  Item  14  is  for  Council  Members  to  report  on  recent  industry 
meetings  that  they  have  attended.

She  suggested  that  the  Council  consider 
holding  another  annual  retreat  and  review  their  Bylaws,  Work  Plan,  Article  16,  Section  803,  and 
Environment  Code  Section  1203  to  establish  priorities  from  today’s  discussion  and  create  an  updated 
Work  Plan.  She  provided  information  to  the  Council  on  the  Britton  Fund.  She  announced  an  upcoming 
Western  Chapter  International  Society  of  Arboriculture  workshop  on  bugs.  Member  Costello  would  be 
talking  about  his  book  Oaks  in  the  Urban  Landscape  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Bay  Area  Landscapers 
Supervisors  Forum. 

14.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Member  Announcements.  (Information  and  Discussion) 

Member  Costello  reported  that  he  is  member  of  the  California  Urban  Forestry  Advisory  Council  whose 
mission  is  to  advise  CalFire  about  urban  forestry  matters.  He  asked  Council  members  to  advise  him  of 
issues  that  the  statewide  Council  should  hear  and  would  also  inform  the  Council  of  relevant  statewide 
decisions.

Urban  Forester  Short  reported  that  as  part  of  the  Department  of  Public  Work's  budget 
proposal  plan  to  the  Mayor’s  Office,  maintenance  responsibility  of  approximately  23,000 
street  trees  will  be  transferred  from  DPW  to  adjacent  property  owners.  It  was  explained 
that  this  plan  is  not  the  preferred  course  of  action  and  is  being  proposed  because  (1 ) 
DPW  has  been  faced  with  systematic  budget  cuts  for  the  past  several  years  that  has 
resulted  in  an  unsustainable  pruning  cycle;  (2)  to  bring  work  in  line  with  available 
resources;  (3)  two-thirds  of  City  trees  are  already  the  responsibility  of  adjacent  property 
owners;  and  (4)  a long-term  funding  mechanism  for  tree  maintenance  has  not  been 
identified.  She  explained  that  the  Public  Works  Code  outlines  the  process  for 
implementation  that  includes  tree  examination  before  relinquishment,  public  noticing 
requirements,  and  public  hearing  process. 

A discussion  was  held  on  the  proposed  schedule  for  relinquishment,  funding  source 
allocations,  potential  funding  mechanisms  for  tree  maintenance,  and  the  importance  of 
preparation  of  studies  to  establish  the  impacts  that  private  versus  public  maintenance 
may  have  on  the  health  of  the  urban  forest.  Ms.  Short  reported  on  trees  that  DPW 
would  continue  to  maintain  that  include  trees  planted  as  part  of  specific  tree  planting 
programs  whereby  promises  have  been  made  to  homeowners  to  maintain  trees  and 
trees  in  the  median.  The  Frequently  Asked  Questions,  Fact  Sheet,  and  PowerPoint 
presentation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Neighborhood  Services  Committee  are  located 
on  the  Department  of  Public  Works  website.

Mr.  Mason  discussed  the  Department  of  Public  Work’s 
proposed  plan  for  relinquishment  of  tree  maintenance  to  property  owners  and  questioned  why 
this  program  was  implemented  without  a vision  of  how  funding  would  be  acquired  to  provide 
maintenance  for  trees  planted  as  part  of  the  tree-planting  programs.

Chair  D’Agostino  reported  that  the  Planning  and  Funding  Committee  reviewed  the  Urban 
Forestry  Council  Prioritized  Work  Plan  Goals  at  its  October  1 7 meeting.

This  resulted  in  savings 
of  staff  and  volunteer  time  and  resources;  (2)  beginning  to  reorganize  the  Recommended  Street 
Tree  List  into  a more  organized  user-friendly  pamphlet;  (3)  refining  Annual  Report  questions  and 
identifying  ways  to  gather  a database  of  information;  (4)  identifying  and  reviewing  major  plans, 
e.g.  Bus  Rapid  Transit  and  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element;  (5)  not  organizing  and  holding 
an  annual  pruning  workshop  in  order  to  focus  activities  more  related  to  Urban  Forestry  Council 
work;  and  (6)  filling  Council  member  seats  and  working  cooperatively  with  members. 

Chair  D'Agostino  reviewed  goals  from  last  year  (1)  to  increase  visibility  and  communication  to 
increase  Council  credibility  and  influence  with  key  decision  makers;  and  (2)  to  educate  the 
public  and  activate/empower  citizen  groups.  Council  Members  were  asked  to  consider 
whether  to  move  these  goals  forward  to  the  coming  year.  Council  Members  discussed  whether

She  explained  that  there 
are  three  highest-priority  goals  listed  on  page  one  of  the  explanatory  document,  and  “wild 
card"  topics  to  consider  adding  to  the  three  highest-ranked  goals  on  the  second  page.  She 
reported  that  the  Council  has  two  ongoing  annual  deliverables  of  reviewing  the  Recommended 
Street  Tree  List  and  preparation  of  the  Annual  Urban  Forest  Report. 

Chair  D’Agostino  acknowledged  the  Council’s  achievements  from  last  year  that  include  ( 1 ) 
reducing  the  full  Council  meeting  schedule  by  creating  working  groups.  This  resulted  in  savings 
of  staff  and  volunteer  time  and  resources;  (2)  beginning  to  reorganize  the  Recommended  Street 
Tree  List  into  a more  organized  user-friendly  pamphlet;  (3)  refining  Annual  Report  questions  and 
identifying  ways  to  gather  a database  of  information;  (4)  identifying  and  reviewing  major  plans, 
e.g.  Bus  Rapid  Transit  and  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element;  (5)  not  organizing  and  holding 
an  annual  pruning  workshop  in  order  to  focus  activities  more  related  to  Urban  Forestry  Council 
work;  and  (6)  filling  Council  member  seats  and  working  cooperatively  with  members. 

Chair  D'Agostino  reviewed  goals  from  last  year  (1)  to  increase  visibility  and  communication  to 
increase  Council  credibility  and  influence  with  key  decision  makers;  and  (2)  to  educate  the 
public  and  activate/empower  citizen  groups.  Council  Members  were  asked  to  consider 
whether  to  move  these  goals  forward  to  the  coming  year.  Council  Members  discussed  whether 
Work  Plan  Goal  10  to  "Advise  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  departments  and

Chair  D’Agostino 
moved,  second  by  Member  Sherwin  that  the  Council  focus  on  the  three  highest-ranked  goals  at 
its  December  9 meeting  and  discuss  moving  forward  the  goal  from  last  year  embodied  in 
GoallO.  The  Council  would  also  brainstorm  achievable  action  items  for  moving  goals  forward  in 
the  coming  year.  (AYES:  Chair  D’Agostino,  Vice-Chair  Hillson,  Members  Buck,  Costello,  Sherwin, 
Sider,  and  Sutherland;  Absent:  Members  Flanagan,  Hillan,  Sullivan  and  Vargas)

Member  Hillson 
suggested  that  DPW  archive  hearing  results.  She  inquired  whether  DPW  has  received 
applications  to  remove  trees  in  order  to  install  AT&T  boxes.  Member  Buck  stated  that  he  was 
unaware  of  applications  received  for  these  installations. 
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Member  Costello  asked  that  a transcript  of  Mr.  Rodriguez’s  presentation  on  the  legislative 
process  be  prepared  as  a guide  for  the  Council.  Chair  D’Agostino  stated  that  she  would 
prepare  a distillation  that  she  would  ask  Mr.  Rodriguez  to  review.

A discussion  was  held  on  alternate  strategies  to  address  consistent  tree 
pruning  near  above  ground  conductor  lines  such  as  conversion  to  underground  lines.  Mr.  Smith 
reported  that  fund  prioritization  is  targeted  to  areas  where  it  serves  the  most  number  of  citizens. 

5.  Arbor  Day  Planning.  Speaker:  Mei  Ling  Hui,  Council  Coordinator  (Discussion). 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  this  year's  Arbor  Day  event  is  scheduled  for  March  10,  will 
be  located  on  Brotherhood  Way  and  Arch  Avenue,  and  will  emphasize  tree-care  related 
activities.  She  reported  on  agencies  and  activities  scheduled  for  Arbor  Day,  and  stated  that 
work  is  in  progress  to  secure  tree-care  presenters  for  the  Eco  Fair  that  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  coordinates.

4.  Forestry  Management  in  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco.  (Explanatory  Document:  Plan  for  the 
Cultivation  of  Trees  upon  the  Presidio  Reservation  1883)  Sponsor:  Chair  D’Agostino;  Speaker: 

Peter  Ehrlich,  Forestry  Manager,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  (Informational  Presentation  and 
Discussion) 

Mr.  Peter  Ehrlich  presented  on  the  Presidio’s  history  and  historic  significance,  the  Presidio’s 
desolate  geology  at  the  time  the  Army  occupied  the  land  in  1846,  and  the  Army’s  plan  for 
cultivation  of  trees  and  plantings  from  1886-1907.  He  discussed  the  evolution  of  forestry 
programs  since  that  time  reporting  on  reforestation,  design  and  tree  selection,  significant  tree- 
preservation,  maintenance,  protection  requirements,  and  management  zones  for  the  historic 
forest,  landscape  zone,  and  native  plant  zone.  Council  Members  and  Mr.  Ehrlich  discussed  the 
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Presidio’s  development  of  a landmark  tree  program,  tree-protection  requirements,  and  Presidio 
resources,  staffing,  and  funding  for  its  forestry  program. 

5.  Just  One  Tree,  an  Urban  Sustainability  Project  Presentation.  Sponsor:  Chair  D'Agostino  Speaker: 
Isabel  Wade,  Chief  Lemon  Ambassador,  Just  One  Tree  (Informational  Presentation  and 
Discussion) 

Dr.  Isabel  Wade,  founder  of  the  Just  One  Tree  project,  discussed  her  work  promoting  sustainable 
urban  agriculture  in  San  Francisco  through  the  planting  of  lemon  trees  in  San  Francisco  that 
could  serve  as  a global  model  for  other  cities.  She  discussed  the  need  to  update  the  Urban 
Forest  Map  to  list  all  fruit  trees  in  San  Francisco  and  for  the  public  to  register  their  fruit  trees.  Dr.- 
Wade  announced  that  Mt.  Sutro  Stewarts,  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest,  and  Just  One  Tree  are 
registered  in  an  Odwalla  National  award  competition  for  tree  planting  and  urged  Council 
Members  to  vote  for  the  project  at  www.Odwallaplantatree.com.  She  reported  that  the 
American  Community  Gardening  Association  would  be  holding  their  annual  conference  in  San 
Francisco  this  summer,  and  she  would  be  speaking  about  the  project. 

Council  Member  Barrow  discussed  the  educational  component  that  this  project  would  have  for 
schools.

(Reference  Presentation)  Council  members  discussed 
proposed  work  that  is  planned  and  provided  feedback  on  the  plan. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Terence  Faulkner  cautioned  that  palm  trees  should  not  be  planted  near  a sewer  line, 
especially  an  aging  sewer  line,  and  to  not  install  streetcar  tracks  over  a sewer  line.  He  discussed 
the  damage  to  his  family  residence  by  the  roots  of  a palm  tree  that  went  into  the  main  water 
line. 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  questioned  whether  the  project  will  include  a life-cycle  cost  analysis  and  tree 
maintenance  plan  that  will  document  the  cost  of  the  trees,  the  sequence  of  maintenance,  the 
City  department  responsible  for  maintenance,  and  funding  stream  to  support  the  maintenance. 
He  suggested  viewing  the  condition  of  the  trees  that  were  established  at  the  light  rail  station  on 
South  1st  and  2nd  Streets  and  the  light  rail  corridor  on  North  1st  Street  in  San  Jose.  Mr.  Mason 
discussed  Department  of  Public  Works  request  for  funding  at  Transportation  Authority  meetings 
and  their  ability  to  provide  maintenance  for  the  trees  that  will  be  planted.  He  discussed 
political  issues  surrounding  the  use  of  Proposition  K funding  for  transportation  projects. 

Ms.  Carla  Short,  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  spoke  in  support  of  Mr.  Mason’s  comments 
regarding  Department  of  Public  Work’s  concerns  for  funding  for  tree  maintenance.  She  stated 
that  DPW's  concern  is  for  maintenance  of  the  new  trees  that  will  be  planted  in  narrow  medians 
surrounded  by  OCS  wires.  Ms.  Short  expressed  her  concern  for  the  impact  to  trees  from 
construction,  and  that  the  tree  canopy  would  not  be  the  same  as  before,  with  only  7 to  1 1 
mature  trees  being  maintained.  DPW’s  preference  is  for  the  side-loading  alternative  as  opposed 
to  the  locally-preferred  alternative  for  center  loading.  The  side-loading  alternative  would 
achieve  a lot  of  the  same  benefits,  maybe  not  at  the  same  speed,  but  would  preserve  existing 
medians,  visual  impact  and  canopy  of  medians.

He  suggested  viewing  the  condition  of  the  trees  that  were  established  at  the  light  rail  station  on 
South  1st  and  2nd  Streets  and  the  light  rail  corridor  on  North  1st  Street  in  San  Jose.  Mr.  Mason 
discussed  Department  of  Public  Works  request  for  funding  at  Transportation  Authority  meetings 
and  their  ability  to  provide  maintenance  for  the  trees  that  will  be  planted.  He  discussed 
political  issues  surrounding  the  use  of  Proposition  K funding  for  transportation  projects. 

Ms.  Carla  Short,  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  spoke  in  support  of  Mr.  Mason's  comments 
regarding  Department  of  Public  Work's  concerns  for  funding  for  free  maintenance.  She  stated 
that  DPW’s  concern  is  for  maintenance  of  the  new  trees  that  will  be  planted  in  narrow  medians 
surrounded  by  OCS  wires.  Ms.  Short  expressed  her  concern  for  the  impact  to  trees  from 
construction,  and  that  the  tree  canopy  would  not  be  the  same  as  before,  with  only  7 to  1 1 
mature  trees  being  maintained.  DPW's  preference  is  for  the  side-loading  alternative  as  opposed 
to  the  locally-preferred  alternative  for  center  loading.  The  side-loading  alternative  would 
achieve  a lot  of  the  same  benefits,  maybe  not  at  the  same  speed,  but  would  preserve  existing 
medians,  visual  impact  and  canopy  of  medians. 

5.  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  2012-05-UFC  Commending  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Member  Stanley  Muraoka  for  his  Service  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  (Explanatory  Document: 
Draft  Resolution  File  2012-05-UFC  and  Approved  Resolution  005-1 2-UFC)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Chair  D'Agostino  read  the  Resolution  into  the  record.  Chair  D'Agostino  motioned,  seconded  by 
Member  Hillson  to  approve  the  Resolution.  Member  Costello  motioned,  seconded  by  Member 
Hillan  to  amend  the  Resolution  to  change  "arboreal"  to  “expertise.”  The  Resolution  was 
approved  with  the  recommended  amendment  (AYES:  Chair  D'Agostino,  Council  Members 
Buck,  Costello,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Flanagan,  Sider,  Sullivan,  and  Sutherland.  Absent:  Member 
Sherwin.) 

6.  Update  on  Changes  to  Administrative  Support  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  (Explanatory 
Documents:  Administrative  Support  to  the  Council  Letter,  Work  Plan,  and  Administrative  Support 
Comments  by  Member  Hillson,  Public  Comments  Received)  (Discussion  and  Possible  Action) 

Chair  D'Agostino  reported  on  Department  of  the  Environment  communications  regarding 
administrative  staffing  and  the  work  plan  for  the  Council,  Member  Hillson’s  comments,  the 
Planning  and  Funding  Committee  discussion,  and  public  comment  received  from  (1 ) Ms.  Nancy 
Wuerfel  questioning  staffing  and  budgetary  allocation  to  the  Council,  (2)  the  Coalition  of  San 
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Francisco  Neighborhoods  Resolution  in  support  of  restoring  funding  and  staffing;  and  (3)  Mr.  Eric 
Brooks,  San  Francisco  Green  Party  and  Our  City,  advocating  for  adequate  funding  and  support. 
(Reference  Explanatory  Documents)  Council  Members  discussed  their  ideas  for  reinstating 
staffing  and  additional  funding  in  order  to  function  and  be  an  effective  Council.  Member  Hillson 
presented  a screenprint  from  the  Controller’s  Office  showing  the  funding  allocation  to  the 
Council  that  she  believes  has  not  been  allocated  to  the  Council  to  date  and  a letter  to  the 
Department  to  reinstate  administrative  support  staff  and  funding.  Member  Stockmann 
suggested  requesting  clarity  on  the  jurisdiction  and  discretionary  authority  of  the  Deputy  Director 
for  reallocating  funding  and  making  funding  recommendations. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Terence  Faulkner  suggested  that  the  letter  requesting  jurisdiction  and  discretionary  authority 
be  copied  to  the  City  Controller,  City  Treasurer,  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  City  Attorney’s  Office 
because  these  agencies  have  the  authority  for  disbursement  of  funds.  Fie  also  suggested 
gathering  publicity  on  this  issue  and  talking  to  schools  about  providing  free  student  services. 

Ms.  Katherine  Ploward,  Open  Space  Committee  for  Coalition  for  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods, 
referenced  the  Resolution  from  the  Coalition,  a coalition  of  48  San  Francisco  neighborhoods, 
supporting  the  work  of  the  Council  and  restoring  full  funding.  She  spoke  in  support  of  the 
Council’s  work  and  expressed  her  concern  for  the  lack  of  funding  for  the  Council  to  operate 
effectively.  She  urged  the  Council  to  aggressively  pursue  additional  funding. 

Ms.  Jennie  Kwok,  resident  and  voter,  spoke  in  support  of  the  Urban  Forestry  Council's  work  and 
read  the  Coalition  for  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods  Resolution  into  the  record  to  restore  full 
funding  and  ensure  funding  in  subsequent  years  (Reference  Explanatory  Document). 

Ms.  Cathy  Lentz,  Park  Merced  Action  Coalition,  spoke  in  support  of  the  Council's  work  and 
expressed  her  concern  that  without  the  Council,  there  would  not  be  an  agency  to  support  the 
1200  trees  located  at  Park  Merced  Apartments  and  to  represent  San  Francisco  and  its  trees. 

Upon  Motion  by  Member  Sutherland,  second  by  Member  Sullivan,  the  letter  that  Member  Hillson 
presented  was  edited  and  approved.  The  letter  is  addressed  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment  requesting  that  the  Commission  recommend  reinstatement  of  administrative 
staffing  and  support.  (Reference  Letter)  (AYES:  Chair  D'Agostino,  Council  Members  Buck, 
Costello,  Plillan,  Hillson,  Flanagan,  Sider,  Sullivan,  and  Sutherland.  Absent:  Member  Sherwin.) 

Upon  Motion  by  Member  Hillan,  second  by  Member  Sullivan,  Member  Hillan  was  directed  to 
prepare  a letter  to  the  Deputy  Director  questioning  his  jurisdiction  and  discretionary  authority  for 
reallocating  funding  and  making  funding  recommendations  with  copies  to  the  Controller, 
Treasurer  and  City  Attorney. 

7.  Proposal  to  amend  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Meeting  Schedule.  The  Council  will  discuss 
amending  the  meeting  schedule  and  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Bylaws.  (Explanatory 
Document:  Meeting  Schedule  Recommendations)  Speaker:  Chair  D’Agostino  (Discussion  and 
Possible  Action) 
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The  Council  held  a discussion  on  this  agenda  item.  The  meeting  schedule  was  not  amended  at 
this  time  and  was  proposed  for  further  discussion  after  additional  discussion  or  action  has  been 
taken  on  funding  for  fhe  Council.  Continued  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Katherine  Howard  discussed  the  effect  on  public  participation  if  meetings  are  not  held  on  a 
regular  schedule  and  every  other  month  as  opposed  to  once  a month.  She  stated  that  regularly 
scheduled  meetings  also  provide  the  Council  with  more  visibility  and  impact. 

Mr.  Terence  Faulkner  suggested  that  the  Council  prepare  a formal  annual  report  with  binding  or 
pamphlet  on  the  work  of  the  Council  that  would  be  sent  to  each  public  official  and  the  Main 
Library  Government  Documents  section  in  order  to  gather  prestige.  He  suggested  that  the 
Council  reference  examples  at  the  Main  Library  Government  Documents  Section. 

Ms.  Cathy  Lentz  appreciates  the  efforts  of  Urban  Forestry  Council  volunteers.  She  asked  that  the 
Council  continue  its  work  and  not  reduce  the  meeting  schedule  as  it  would  result  in  less  input 
from  the  public. 

Item  9 was  heard  before  Item  8. 

8.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Annual  Goal  Setting  Meeting.  The  Council  will  review  last  year's  goals  and 
identify  new  goals  for  2012.  (Explanatory  Document:  2012  Urban  Forestry  Council  Draft  Goals) 
(Discussion  and  Action)  Chair  D'Agostino  moved,  seconded  by  Member  Sutherland  (without 
objection)  to  continue  this  item  to  the  January  25,  2013  meeting  after  additional  information  is 
established  regarding  funding  for  the  Council. 

9.  Update  on  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  Working  Group  Session.  (Discussion)  Chair  D'Agostino  reported 
on  a meeting  held  with  Planning  Department  staff,  Member  Flanagan  and  herself  to  receive  an 
update  on  the  Plan  and  how  the  Council  can  participate.  She  stated  that  she  would  continue 
to  send  out  invitations  to  members  to  attend  meetings,  agendas,  meeting  summaries,  and 
explanatory  documents.  A request  was  made  for  an  additional  presentation  by  Planning  staff  at 
an  Urban  Forestry  Council  meeting.

Ms.  Fish  reported  on  communications  received  from  Mr.  Michael  Russom  on  environmental  issues 
at  Park  Merced  on  plan  that  was  sent  to  all  Council  Members  (Reference  Public  Comment 
Document).  Chair  D'Agostino  reported  that  she  would  contact  Mr.  Russom  to  discuss 
opportunities  for  interacting  with  the  Council  on  this  issue.  A request  was  made  for  project 
sponsors  of  the  Park  Merced  Plan  to  make  a presentation  to  the  Council  and  provide  a public 
forum. 

Ms.  Cathy  Lentz  reported  that  there  is  a plan  to  remove  1200  trees  at  Park  Merced,  discussed 
lack  of  maintenance  for  the  trees,  and  what  can  be  done  to  ensure  better  quality  of 
replacement  trees. 
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Mr.  Terence  Faulkner  discussed  his  concerns  with  the  credibility  of  Park  Merced  management. 
Items  11-15  were  not  heard  due  to  a loss  of  quorum  at  this  time.

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4.  Introductions.  (Discussion)  Council  Members  introduced  themselves  to  new  Council  member, 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  representative  Melinda  Stockmann,  and  provided  information 
on  their  seats  and  background  in  urban  forestry.

Due  to  Chair  D’Agostino’s  pending  resignation  from  the  Council,  requirements  for  new  Council 
and  Committee  Chairs  was  discussed.  Vice-Chair  Flanagan  would  be  taking  over  the  Council 
Chair's  seat  until  the  May  election  of  officers.  Upon  Motion  by  Member  Hillan,  second  by  Member 
Hillson,  Member  Buck  was  elected  as  Interim  Council  Vice-Chair  until  the  May  election  (AYES:

Language  would  also  be  added  to  the  Code  to  reference  the 
management  plan  from  the  Landmark  Grove  Nomination  Form.  The  Committee  would  review 
the  Code  reference  to  Landmark  Tree  designation  criteria  so  it  too  is  more  aligned  with  language 
in  the  Landmark  Tree  Nomination  form.  The  Draft  Resolutions  were  approved  with  amendments  to 
reflect  the  Council’s  actions  at  this  meeting  and  to  state  that  the  Council  directs  the  Committee 
to  make  all  required  revisions  without  final  approval  by  the  Council  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan, 
Buck,  Costello,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Sherwin,  Sider,  Sullivan  and  Sutherland).

Council  Members  Barrow,  Hillan,  Kida,  Most  and  Sherwin;  Absent:  Members  Ginsburg/Alvarez. 

2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  the  September  27,  2013  Urban  Forestry  Council  Meeting.  (Explanatory 
Document:  September  27,  2013  Draft  Minutes)  (Discussion  and  Action)  Upon  Motion  by  Member 
Hillson,  second  by  Member  Flanagan,  the  September  27,  2013  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved 
without  objection  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillson,  Leffingwell,  Short,  Sullivan  and 
Swae;  Absent:  Members  Hillan,  Kida,  Most  and  Sherwin). 

3.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda. 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  asked  that  Council  Members  speak  loudly  and  directly  into  the  microphone  for 
better  audience  comprehension. 
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4.  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT).  (Explanatory  Document:  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  Project  Update 
Presentation)  Speaker:  Chester  Fung  - Principal  Transportation  Planner  at  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority.  Mr.  Fung  will  provide  the  Council  with  a presentation  on  the  Geary  BRT 
plan,  including  landscaping  and  forestry  portions  of  the  plan.  (Informational  Presentation  and 
Discussion) 

Mr.  Chester  Fung  presented  an  update  on  the  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  project  reporting  on 
project  background,  current  status,  alternatives,  tree  analysis  and  next  steps  (reference  Geary  Bus 
Rapid  Transit  Project  Update  presentation).  Council  Members  discussed  proposed  alternatives 
and  design,  bus  travel  time,  tree  impacts,  statistics,  tree  planting  and  maintenance  budget,  and 
tree  replacement  and  selection.  Member  Short  stated  for  the  record  that  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW)  prefers  Alternative  2 because  it  has  less  impact  to  trees  that  DPW  has  planted  in  the 
center  median.  A request  was  made  for  Mr.  Fung  to  provide  an  informational  report  to  the 
Council  about  the  process  for  selecting  the  locally  preferred  alternative  and  how  each 
alternative  impacts  the  tree  canopy  on  the  corridor. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  pointed  out  that  Muni  had  not  responded  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council’s  Annual 
Report  Survey.  He  stated  that  a report  would  be  published  by  the  Mayor's  Office  Transportation 
Task  Force  on  MUNI's  six  billion  dollar  backlog  for  infrastructure  and  potential  sources  of  funding. 
Mr.  Mason  discussed  the  competition  for  federal  and  local  funding  and  how  funding  may  not  be 
available  for  the  project.  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  Council’s  inquiries  about  proposed  tree 
maintenance.  Mr.  Mason  stated  that  the  Geary  BRT  is  going  to  be  light-rail  ready  with  overhead 
lines  unless  new  technology  has  electrical  power  sourced  from  the  ground  as  opposed  to 
overhead  wires. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance,  discussed  the  substantial 
tree  removal  that  is  involved  for  most  projects  in  San  Francisco.  She  stated  that  this  project 
involves  removing  about  10  to  20  percent  of  the  trees  while  others  have  looked  at  removing  up  to 
50%  of  trees.  Ms.  Bose  stated  that  there  is  always  tree  planting  in  principle  in  these  projects,  but 
that  kind  of  detail  is  not  made  available  or  is  a requirement  for  the  project.  She  stated  that  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  is  the  perfect  body  to  advocate  that  this  type  of  information  be  provided 
for  street  trees  and  park  trees  in  natural  and  other  areas. 

5.  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  2013-12-UFC  to  amend  Urban  Forestry  Council  Bylaws 
“Article  VIII  - Committees,  Section  4”  to  change  the  meeting  time  of  the  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Draft  Resolution  and  Hearing  Notice) 
Sponsor:  Chair  Dan  Flanagan;  Speaker:  Council  Coordinator  Mei  Ling  Hui  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  and  Commission  Secretary  Fish  reported  that  the  proposal  is  to  amend 
the  Council's  Bylaws  to  change  the  meeting  time  of  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  from  5:00 
p.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  Upon  Motion  by  Member  Sullivan,  second  by  Member  Swae,  the  Resolution  was 
approved  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillson,  Leffingwell,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae; 
Absent:  Members  Hillan,  Kida,  Most  and  Sherwin). 

6.  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  2013-13-UFC  to  amend  Environment  Code  Chapter 
12  Urban  Forestry  Council  Membership  Requirements.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Approved 
Resolution  013-13-UFC  and  Environment  Code  Chapter  12)  Sponsor:  Chair  Flanagan;  Speaker: 
Council  Coordinator  Hui  (Discussion  and  Action) 
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Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  the  proposal  is  to  request  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
amend  Environment  Code  Chapter  12  so  that  all  members  become  voting  members,  to  expand 
the  scope  of  the  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  (GGNRA)  seat  to  both  GGNRA  or 
Presidio  Trust,  and  to  address  the  Redevelopment  Agency  member  seat  due  to  limited  staff  at  the 
agency.  Member  Hillson  suggested  amendments  to  page  1 line  10  to  change  “seat”  to  “seats” 
and  line  13  from  “do  not”  to  “are  not.”  Chair  Flanagan  suggested  that  this  agenda  item  be 
forwarded  to  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  to  create  a proposal  for  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  seat.  This  agenda  item  was  “Continued  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair.” 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  expressed  her  concern  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  particularly  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  be  granted  voting  status  without  the  Council  having 
legal  input  into  what  happens  in  natural  resource  areas  in  parks.  She  discussed  Chapter  1 2 
requirements  that  indicate  that  the  Council  has  the  responsibility  of  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  in 
consultation  with  effected  city  agencies,  interested  members  of  the  public,  and  that  it  has  the 
responsibility  to  deal  with  both  public  and  private  trees  in  the  city,  which  to  her  understanding 
means  both  street  trees  in  the  city  and  in  parks. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  speaking  as  a member  of  the  public,  expressed  her  concern  for  granting  voting 
rights  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  because  of  the  number  of  trees  they  cut  down  and 
their  plans  to  cut  down  18,400  trees  in  the  Natural  Areas  Program.  She  stated  that  she  believes 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  opposed  to  non-native  trees  and  is  pushing  for  native 
areas  that  are  planted  with  scrub  and  shrubs. 

7.  Presentation  on  the  Draft  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan.  Sponsor  and  Speaker:  Member  Jon  Swae 
(Informational  Presentation  and  Discussion) 

Member  Jon  Swae  reported  on  the  status  of  current  planning,  release  of  the  Urban  Forest  Master 
Plan,  and  comments  received.  He  reported  that  an  internal  draft  was  released  in  October  to 
those  who  would  be  affected  by  recommendations  in  the  plan  that  include  City  agencies,  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council,  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest.  Comments  received  in  the  middle  of 
October  are  currently  being  reviewed.  The  goal  is  to  incorporate  comments  in  the  next  month, 
release  a draft  of  the  plan  for  public  review  in  December,  hold  a public  open  house  in  January, 
and  then  in  January/February  hold  hearings  at  the  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Member  Swae  would  highlight  areas  in  the  Plan  that  pertains  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council. 
Members  would  be  asked  to  provide  their  comments  that  would  be  reviewed  at  the  December 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting. 

8.  Report  on  Planning  and  Policy  and  Funding  Committees’  Discussions  on  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Strategic  Plan  Work  Plan  Goals.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Urban  Forestry  Council  Strategic  Plan, 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Work  Plan  Schedule,  October  1 and  8,  2013  Committee  Draft 
Minutes):  Members  Andrew  Sullivan  and  Carla  Short  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion) 

Member  Sullivan  reported  on  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting  discussions  on  the 
Strategic  Plan  two-year  work  plan  schedule  and  outline  of  an  approach  to  specific  goals  2A  “to 
assist  in  completion  and  passage  of  a new  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan,"  2B  “to  develop  a 
“roundtable”  process  for  policy  review  on  critical  issues,”  and  2C  “to  play  an  active  role  in 
reviewing  all  major  projects." 
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Member  Hillson  requested  corrections  to  Strategic  Plan  page  4 to  correct  the  time  of  the 
Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee  meeting  to  "4:15  p.m."  instead  of  "4:00  p.m."  and  at  the  top 
of  the  page,  line  4,  to  change  "Policy  Committee"  to  "Planning  and  Policy  Committee”. 

Member  Short  reported  on  Funding  Committee  meeting  discussions  on  the  Strategic  Plan  two- 
year  work  plan  as  it  relates  to  becoming  a clearing  house  for  City  departments  for  funding  efforts, 
to  try  to  ensure  that  City  departments  are  working  collaboratively  together  on  funding  and  grant 
opportunities,  influencing  Departments  to  support  broader  funding  initiatives  and  the  Council 
itself,  and  how  the  Council  can  support  acquiring  funding  for  urban  forestry  programs. 

Council  Members  were  asked  to  provide  comments  on  the  two-year  work  plan  and  metrics  for 
measuring  success  of  meeting  goals  so  the  Committees  can  present  to  the  Council  a two-year 
work  plan  to  be  adopted  at  the  December  13  Council  meeting. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  expressed  her  concern  with  transparency  in  government.  She  asked  that  when 
developing  committees  and  work  groups,  that  at  all  times  those  meetings  are  announced, 
documented,  transparent,  and  that  minutes  be  taken.  Ms.  Seligman  asked  that  there  be  no 
discussion  outside  of  meetings,  and  if  there  is  a controversial  issue,  that  significant  groups  in  the 
city  on  both  sides  of  the  issue  be  encouraged  and  invited  to  attend.  She  clarified  that  Mount 
Sutro  is  owned  by  both  UCSF  and  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  the  Natural  Areas 
Program. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  speaking  as  an  individual,  discussed  the  Council’s  Strategic  Plan  and  overarching 
theme  #2  "that  the  urban  forest  is  not  just  trees,  it  includes  a wide  array  of  greening."  She  stated 
that  a lot  of  shrubs  and  bushes  are  habitat  and  impact  the  environment  in  other  ways.  Her 
concern  is  that  it  shouldn’t  become  a substitute  for  trees  because  under  the  Natural  Areas 
Program,  there  seems  to  be  an  interest  in  cutting  down  trees  and  substituting  native  plants,  shrubs, 
and  grassland,  which  does  not  have  the  same  habitat  value  and  environmental  benefits  as  trees. 
She  doesn’t  want  the  Council  to  become  about  grass  and  shrubs.  Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  San 
Francisco  Forest  Alliance  and  Save  Sutro  Cloud  Forest,  Ms.  Bose  thanked  the  Council  for  taking 
part  in  discussions  about  Mount  Davidson  and  Mount  Sutro  and  hopes  that  these  groups  will  be 
invited  to  take  part  in  future  discussions.

Document:  September  27,  2013  Draft  Minutes)  (Discussion  and  Action)  Upon  Motion  by  Member 
Hillson,  second  by  Member  Flanagan,  the  September  27,  2013  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved 
without  objection  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillson,  Leffingwell,  Short,  Sullivan  and 
Swae;  Absent:  Members  Hillan,  Kida,  Most  and  Sherwin). 

3.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council’s  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda. 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  asked  that  Council  Members  speak  loudly  and  directly  into  the  microphone  for 
better  audience  comprehension. 
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4.  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT).  (Explanatory  Document:  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  Project  Update 
Presentation)  Speaker:  Chester  Fung  - Principal  Transportation  Planner  at  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority.  Mr.  Fung  will  provide  the  Council  with  a presentation  on  the  Geary  BRT 
plan,  including  landscaping  and  forestry  portions  of  the  plan.  (Informational  Presentation  and 
Discussion) 

Mr.  Chester  Fung  presented  an  update  on  the  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  project  reporting  on 
project  background,  current  status,  alternatives,  tree  analysis  and  next  steps  (reference  Geary  Bus 
Rapid  Transit  Project  Update  presentation).  Council  Members  discussed  proposed  alternatives 
and  design,  bus  travel  time,  tree  impacts,  statistics,  tree  planting  and  maintenance  budget,  and 
tree  replacement  and  selection.  Member  Short  stated  for  the  record  that  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW)  prefers  Alternative  2 because  it  has  less  impact  to  trees  that  DPW  has  planted  in  the 
center  median.  A request  was  made  for  Mr.  Fung  to  provide  an  informational  report  to  the 
Council  about  the  process  for  selecting  the  locally  preferred  alternative  and  how  each 
alternative  impacts  the  tree  canopy  on  the  corridor. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  pointed  out  that  Muni  had  not  responded  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council’s  Annual 
Report  Survey.  He  stated  that  a report  would  be  published  by  the  Mayor's  Office  Transportation 
Task  Force  on  MUNI's  six  billion  dollar  backlog  for  infrastructure  and  potential  sources  of  funding. 
Mr.  Mason  discussed  the  competition  for  federal  and  local  funding  and  how  funding  may  not  be 
available  for  the  project.  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  Council’s  inquiries  about  proposed  tree 
maintenance.  Mr.  Mason  stated  that  the  Geary  BRT  is  going  to  be  light-rail  ready  with  overhead 
lines  unless  new  technology  has  electrical  power  sourced  from  the  ground  as  opposed  to 
overhead  wires. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance,  discussed  the  substantial 
tree  removal  that  is  involved  for  most  projects  in  San  Francisco.  She  stated  that  this  project 
involves  removing  about  10  to  20  percent  of  the  trees  while  others  have  looked  at  removing  up  to 
50%  of  trees.  Ms.  Bose  stated  that  there  is  always  tree  planting  in  principle  in  these  projects,  but 
that  kind  of  detail  is  not  made  available  or  is  a requirement  for  the  project.  She  stated  that  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  is  the  perfect  body  to  advocate  that  this  type  of  information  be  provided 
for  street  trees  and  park  trees  in  natural  and  other  areas.

Council  Coordinator  Hui  and  Commission  Secretary  Fish  reported  that  the  proposal  is  to  amend 
the  Council’s  Bylaws  to  change  the  meeting  time  of  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  from  5:00 
p.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  Upon  Motion  by  Member  Sullivan,  second  by  Member  Swae,  the  Resolution  was 
approved  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillson,  Leffingwell,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae; 
Absent:  Members  Hillan,  Kida,  Most  and  Sherwin). 

6.  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  2013-13-UFC  to  amend  Environment  Code  Chapter 
12  Urban  Forestry  Council  Membership  Requirements.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Approved 
Resolution  013-13-UFC  and  Environment  Code  Chapter  12)  Sponsor:  Chair  Flanagan;  Speaker: 
Council  Coordinator  Hui  (Discussion  and  Action) 
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Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  the  proposal  is  to  request  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
amend  Environment  Code  Chapter  12  so  that  all  members  become  voting  members,  to  expand 
the  scope  of  the  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  (GGNRA)  seat  to  both  GGNRA  or 
Presidio  Trust,  and  to  address  the  Redevelopment  Agency  member  seat  due  to  limited  staff  at  the 
agency.  Member  Hillson  suggested  amendments  to  page  1 line  10  to  change  “seat”  to  “seats” 
and  line  13  from  “do  not”  to  “are  not.”  Chair  Flanagan  suggested  that  this  agenda  item  be 
forwarded  to  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  to  create  a proposal  for  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  seat.  This  agenda  item  was  "Continued  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair." 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  expressed  her  concern  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  particularly  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  be  granted  voting  status.  She  discussed  Chapter  12 
requirements  that  indicate  that  the  Council  has  the  responsibility  of  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  in 
consultation  with  effected  city  agencies,  interested  members  of  the  public,  and  that  it  has  the 
responsibility  to  deal  with  both  public  and  private  trees  in  the  city,  which  to  her  understanding 
means  both  street  trees  in  the  city  and  in  parks. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  speaking  as  a member  of  the  public,  expressed  her  concern  for  granting  voting 
rights  to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  because  of  the  number  of  trees  they  cut  down  and 
their  plans  to  cut  down  18,400  trees  in  the  Natural  Areas  Program.  She  stated  that  she  believes 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  opposed  to  non-native  trees  and  is  pushing  for  native 
areas  that  are  planted  with  scrub  and  shrubs. 

7.  Presentation  on  the  Draft  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan.  Sponsor  and  Speaker:  Member  Jon  Swae 
(Informational  Presentation  and  Discussion) 

Member  Jon  Swae  reported  on  the  status  of  current  planning,  release  of  the  Urban  Forest  Master 
Plan,  and  comments  received.  He  reported  that  an  internal  draft  was  released  in  October  to 
those  who  would  be  affected  by  recommendations  in  the  plan  that  include  City  agencies,  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council,  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest.  Comments  received  in  the  middle  of 
October  are  currently  being  reviewed.  The  goal  is  to  incorporate  comments  in  the  next  month, 
release  a draft  of  the  plan  for  public  review  in  December,  hold  a public  open  house  in  January, 
and  then  in  January/February  hold  hearings  at  the  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Member  Swae  would  highlight  areas  in  the  Plan  that  pertains  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council. 
Members  would  be  asked  to  provide  their  comments  that  would  be  reviewed  at  the  December 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting. 

8.  Report  on  Planning  and  Policy  and  Funding  Committees’  Discussions  on  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Strategic  Plan  Work  Plan  Goals.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Urban  Forestry  Council  Strategic  Plan, 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Work  Plan  Schedule,  October  1 and  8,  2013  Committee  Draft 
Minutes):  Members  Andrew  Sullivan  and  Carla  Short  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion) 

Member  Sullivan  reported  on  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting  discussions  on  the 
Strategic  Plan  two-year  work  plan  schedule  and  outline  of  an  approach  to  specific  goals  2A  “to 
assist  in  completion  and  passage  of  a new  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan,”  2B  “to  develop  a 
“roundtable”  process  for  policy  review  on  critical  issues,”  and  2C  “to  play  an  active  role  in 
reviewing  all  major  projects.” 
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Member  Hillson  requested  corrections  to  Strategic  Plan  page  4 to  correct  the  time  of  the 
Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee  meeting  to  “4:15  p.m."  instead  of  "4:00  p.m."  and  at  the  top 
of  the  page,  line  4,  to  change  "Policy  Committee"  to  "Planning  and  Policy  Committee". 

Member  Short  reported  on  Funding  Committee  meeting  discussions  on  the  Strategic  Plan  two- 
year  work  plan  as  it  relates  to  becoming  a clearing  house  for  City  departments  for  funding  efforts, 
to  try  to  ensure  that  City  departments  are  working  collaboratively  together  on  funding  and  grant 
opportunities,  influencing  Departments  to  support  broader  funding  initiatives  and  the  Council 
itself,  and  how  the  Council  can  support  acquiring  funding  for  urban  forestry  programs. 

Council  Members  were  asked  to  provide  comments  on  the  two-year  work  plan  and  metrics  for 
measuring  success  of  meeting  goals  so  the  Committees  can  present  to  the  Council  a two-year 
work  plan  to  be  adopted  at  the  December  13  Council  meeting. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  expressed  her  concern  with  transparency  in  government.  She  asked  that  when 
developing  committees  and  work  groups,  that  at  all  times  those  meetings  are  announced, 
documented,  transparent,  and  that  minutes  be  taken.  Ms.  Seligman  asked  that  there  be  no 
discussion  outside  of  meetings,  and  if  there  is  a controversial  issue,  that  significant  groups  in  the 
city  on  both  sides  of  the  issue  be  encouraged  and  invited  to  attend.  She  clarified  thaf  Mount 
Sutro  is  owned  by  both  UCSF  and  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  the  Natural  Areas 
Program. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  speaking  as  an  individual,  discussed  the  Council's  Strategic  Plan  and  overarching 
theme  #2  "that  the  urban  forest  is  not  just  trees,  it  includes  a wide  array  of  greening.”  She  stated 
that  a lot  of  shrubs  and  bushes  are  habitat  and  impact  the  environment  in  other  ways.  Her 
concern  is  that  it  shouldn’t  become  a substitute  for  trees  because  under  the  Natural  Areas 
Program,  there  seems  to  be  an  interest  in  cutting  down  trees  and  substituting  native  plants,  shrubs, 
and  grassland,  which  does  not  have  the  same  habitat  value  and  environmental  benefits  as  trees. 
She  doesn't  want  the  Council  to  become  about  grass  and  shrubs.  Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  San 
Francisco  Forest  Alliance  and  Save  Sutro  Cloud  Forest,  Ms.  Bose  thanked  the  Council  for  taking 
part  in  discussions  about  Mount  Davidson  and  Mount  Sutro  and  hopes  that  these  groups  will  be 
invited  to  take  part  in  future  discussions. 

9.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda.  There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

10.  Staff  Report.  There  was  no  additional  staff  report  made  at  this  time. 

(Information  and  Discussion)  All  new  business  and  future 
agenda  items  were  discussed  during  the  course  of  the  meeting.

Order  of  Business 

1.  Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  meeting  convened  at  8:33  a.m.  Present: 
Council  Members  Flanagan,  Costello  (8:35),  Barrow,  Hillan  (9:00),  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Most, 
Sherwin,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae.  Absent:  Members  Ginsburg/Alvarez. 

2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  the  October  22,  2013Urban  Forestry  Council  Meeting.  (Explanatory 
Document:  October  22,  2013  Draft  Minutes)  (Discussion  and  Action)  Upon  Motion  by  Member 
Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Hillson,  the  October  22,  2013  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  with 
an  amendment  to  Ms.  Dee  Seligman's  public  comment  on  page  3 so  that  the  first  sentence  of 
the  paragraph  should  read  "Ms.  Dee  Seligman  expressed  her  concern  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  particularly  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  be  granted  voting 
status”  and  deleting  the  rest  of  the  sentence  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillson,  Kida, 
Leffingwell,  Most,  Sherwin,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae;  Absent:  Member  Hillan). 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Dee  Seligman  agreed  that  her  public  comment  would  read  more 
effectively  by  removing  the  last  part  of  the  sentence  indicated  in  the  motion  above. 

3.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council’s  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda. 
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Ms.  Diane  Carpio,  San  Francisco  Park  Merced  resident,  discussed  Park  Merced’s  development 
agreement  project  with  the  City  on  Brotherhood  Way  and  her  opposition  to  trees  that  were  cut 
down  for  that  project  that  she  feels  compromised  public  safety.  She  stated  that  permits  were 
issued  with  the  wrong  street  frontage,  and  that  trees  were  not  supposed  to  be  cut  down.  Ms. 
Carpio  reported  that  the  work  has  halted,  but  that  the  Brotherhood  Way  hillside  had  been  left 
with  fallen  trees  for  two  months.  She  reported  on  her  work  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
Bureau  of  Urban  Forestry  to  reconcile  the  2007  Hort  Science  Report  on  tagged  trees.  Ms.  Carpio 
expressed  her  concern  that  there  has  been  no  maintenance,  pruning,  and  tree  watering  of  trees 
for  the  last  six  years  since  the  report  was  issued  back  in  2007.  She  reported  on  her  trouble  finding 
the  Urban  Forestry  Council  website  and  suggested  that  member  contact  information  be 
included. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  expressed  her  concern  with  the  loss  of  trees  in  San  Francisco  due  to  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  Natural  Areas  Program’s  efforts  to  replace  species,  trees 
and  environments  with  what  they  consider  to  be  natural,  even  though  it  never  previously  existed 
in  San  Francisco.  She  reported  on  public  opposition  to  the  changes  and  tree  removal  taking 
place  in  Glen  Park  and  Pine  Lake  and  with  the  loss  of  eucalyptus  trees,  which  are  a part  of  San 
Francisco.  Ms.  Sherrer  reported  on  her  conversations  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
on  this  activity  and  with  City  College  environmental  and  horticulture  department  professors  who 
agreed  that  it  was  not  a good  idea  to  remove  trees  at  mid-life. 

4.  Draft  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  will  hear  an  update  on  the  Urban  Forest 
Plan  status  and  timeline,  discuss  the  implementation  strategy,  and  adopt  implementation  tasks 
that  the  Council  will  perform  as  part  of  the  Urban  Forest  Plan.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Urban 
Forestry  Council  Action  Plan  Draft  and  Implementation  Strategy  Tasks  Draft)  Sponsor  and  Speaker: 
Member  Jon  Swae  (Informational  Presentation  Discussion,  and  Action) 

Member  Jon  Swae  reported  that  the  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan  would  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year  and  that  an  open  house  for  release  of  the  Plan  to  the  public  is  scheduled  on  January  15 
(reference  Open  House  Public  Announcement  card)  from  6:00  to  8:00  p.m.  at  the  LGBT 
Community  Center  in  San  Francisco.  He  stated  that  there  would  be  a four  week  public  comment 
period  and  then  hearings  would  be  scheduled  at  the  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  February. 

Member  Swae  reported  on  Urban  Forest  Plan  Implementation  Strategy  Tasks  pointing  out  actions 
with  responsibilities  either  fully  or  partially  assigned  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  Member  Sullivan 
reported  that  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  reviewed  and  is  using  the  Urban  Forest  Plan 
implementation  strategies  to  inform  the  Council’s  Two-Year  Work  Plan.  Member  Most  reported 
that  from  a Funding  Committee  perspective,  funding  strategies  for  each  task  should  be  added. 
Council  Members  held  a discussion  on  proposed  tasks  and  provided  feedback  and  proposed 
amendments. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio  spoke  in  support  of  the  work  outlined  on  the  Implementation  Strategy  Tasks.  She 
discussed  the  large  amount  of  zoning  changes  and  development  plans  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  that  are  exempt  from  Environmental  Impact  Review.  Ms.  Carpio  reported  on  her 
meeting  with  Supervisor  Yee  in  which  she  asked  that  he  consider  hiring  a mitigator  to  oversee  the 
Park  Merced  Development  Agreement.  She  reported  on  her  concern  that  replacement  trees 
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may  pose  a danger  to  the  existing  habitat  in  the  Monterey  Pines  being  removed  and  suggested 
that  the  Council  and  possibly  the  Historical  Landmark  Committee  become  involved  in  the 
development  plans  at  the  site. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  reported  on  her  concern  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  as  the  lead 
on  open  space  activities  especially  in  parks  and  suggested  that  there  be  oversight  of  their  plans 
to  replace  all  non-native  species  such  as  the  mature  eucalyptus.  She  stated  that  Sutro  Forest  has 
also  been  endangered  from  too  many  trees  being  removed,  and  as  a result  may  soon  turn  into  a 
dry  forest  and  fire  danger. 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  suggested  that  the  Implementation  Strategy  Tasks  include  a way  for  the  public 
to  become  fully  aware  of  what  is  going  on  with  any  tree  being  felled  in  the  city,  whether  it  is  a 
street  or  park  tree.  She  suggested  that  any  tree  to  be  felled  should  be  marked  with  information  to 
create  awareness  as  to  why  it  is  being  felled,  e.g.,  what  is  the  disease  and  motive  for  the  tree  to 
be  felled,  what  canopy  it  contributes  to,  and  where  to  find  out  the  agency  or  individual 
responsible  for  the  decision  and  implementation  of  the  decision. 

Upon  Motion  by  Member  Most,  second  by  Member  Kida,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Implementation  Strategy  Tasks  for  the  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan  was  adopted  with  amendments 
(AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Most,  Short,  Sullivan  and 
Swae;  Absent:  Member  Sherwin). 

5.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Two  Year  Work  Plan.  The  Council  will  review  and  discuss  the  two  year  Work 
Plan  Draft  developed  by  the  Planning  and  Policy  and  Funding  Committees  for  adoption. 
(Explanatory  Document:  2014-15  Two  Year  Urban  Forestry  Council  Work  Plan  Draft)  Speakers; 
Members  Andrew  Sullivan  and  William  Most  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Chair  Sullivan  reported  on  2014  quarterly  Urban  Forestry  Council 
and  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Work  Plan  goals,  work  items,  and  metrics  to  assess  work 
annually.  He  stated  that  2015  goals  are  included  and  to  be  determined.  Funding  Committee 
Chair  Most  reported  on  Funding  Committee  Two  Year  Work  Plan  goals,  work  items,  and  metrics. 
Member  Sullivan  announced  that  work  plan  goals  will  be  worked  on  for  the  Landmark  Tree 
Committee  activities  and  discussed  the  need  for  more  outreach  for  landmark  tree  designations. 
Member  Hillson  discussed  Ordinance  requirements  that  may  prevent  people  from  initiating 
landmark  tree  designations.  Member  Short  suggested  scheduling  a meeting  to  discuss  this  topic. 
Council  Members  held  a discussion  on  the  Two  Year  Work  Plan  goals,  work  items  and  metrics. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio,  stated  that  she  is  a Grants  and  Financial  Analyst,  and  suggested  that  the 
Council  create  partnerships  with  City  College  and  universities  as  well  as  budget  for  staff  time  to 
work  on  fundraising  and  other  urban  forestry  programs.  She  suggested  working  with  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Workforce  Development  and  City  College  of  San  Francisco  on  a higher  SF  program  to 
diversify  and  alleviate  the  burdens  of  arborists  working  with  ISA  standards  in  San  Francisco.  Ms. 
Carpio  suggested  developing  training  material  and  gaining  Intellectual  Property  (IP)  rights  and 
patent  IP  material  as  another  way  of  generating  revenue.  She  spoke  of  conflict  of  interest  issues 
surrounding  landmark  tree  nominations  and  the  need  for  mitigation  and  transparency  in  this  area. 
She  suggested  consulting  with  31 1 and  SF  Book  for  audit  information.  Ms.  Carpio  stated  that 
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holding  Arbor  Day  in  areas  where  trees  have  been  lost  would  have  more  of  an  impact  than 
locations  that  are  well  populated. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  requested  information  on  how  to  contact  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  about  the 
landmark  tree  process  so  she  could  direct  people  to  this  program  and  process.  She  discussed  a 
significant  tree  in  Glen  Park  that  could  have  been  saved  if  there  were  more  outreach  to  the 
public  about  the  program.  Ms.  Sherrer  suggested  creating  stories  about  historic  trees  and  forests 
for  public  education.  She  inquired  who  to  contact  with  questions  about  jurisdictional  rights  over 
Mount  Sutro  Forest. 

Upon  Motion  by  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Kida,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Two  Year 
Work  Plan  was  adopted  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell, 

Most,  Sherwin,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae). 

Member  Swae  left  the  meeting  at  10:20  a.m. 

6.  Staff  Report.  There  was  no  staff  report  issued  at  this  time. 

7.  New  Business/Future  Agenda  Items.  (Information  and  Discussion) 

Member  Short  proposed  a presentation  for  the  January  meeting  on  the  Tigers  of  Market  Street  by 
two  lepidopterists.  Chair  Flanagan  reported  that  Member  Costello  has  asked  to  step  down  from 
the  Urban  Forestry  Council  effective  today,  December  13.  Council  Members  thanked  and 
commended  Member  Costello  for  his  service  to  the  Council.  Chair  Flanagan  announced  that  he 
would  not  be  present  for  the  January  meeting,  and  that  Member  Short  would  serve  as  Vice  Chair 
for  the  meeting,  and  that  due  to  Member  Costello’s  resignation,  a new  Chair  should  be  elected. 
Member  Hillson  discussed  the  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  Project  and  the  effect  it  may  have  on  the 
New  Zealand  Christmas  tree  located  in  the  median  between  Funston  and  12th  Avenue  that  was 
planted  for  Mayor  Christopher’s  Geary  Greening  Project.  She  stated  that  she  would  reach  out  to 
Mr.  Chester  Fung  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  to  discuss  the  project  and 
its  effect  on  trees  in  that  vicinity  (reference  Handout  on  Mayor  Christopher's  New  Zealand 
Christmas  Tree  on  Geary  Boulevard).  Member  Sullivan  suggested  that  the  Planning  Department 
present  on  the  newly  released  Green  Connections  Plan. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio  inquired  about  landmark  tree  nomination  criteria.  Member  Hillson  reported  that 
a private  citizen  can  nominate  a tree  but  that  it  has  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
or  an  agency  department  head.  She  explained  that  all  nomination  criteria  are  available  on  the 
Landmark  Tree  nomination  form  located  on  the  Urban  Forestry  Council's  website  or  by  contacting 
Department  staff.  Ms.  Carpio  stated  that  she  is  not  in  favor  of  development  agreements  that 
could  abuse  the  landmark  tree  process.  She  suggested  replantation  as  an  alternative  method  of 
tree  removal  for  development  projects.  Ms.  Carpio  suggested  that  all  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  grants  having  to  do  with  the  environment  be  reviewed  by  the  Urban  Forestry  Council 
so  that  projects  can  be  added  to  grants  if  possible.  She  discussed  the  lack  of  response  time 
allocated  to  the  public  for  input  into  project  plans. 
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8.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council’s  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda. 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  reported  on  upcoming  lectures  at  the  Commonwealth  Club  on  Conciliation 
Biology,  Ecological  Communities  in  the  March  of  Time,  and  the  History  of  Ecology  and  Future  of 
Eucalyptus  Plantations  in  the  Bay  Area.  She  urged  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
representatives  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Council  especially  if  voting  status  is  to  be  granted  for 
this  seat. 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio  reported  that  Park  Merced  has  a large  tree  canopy  and  discussed  trouble  she  is 
having  identifying  what  City  agency  has  jurisdiction  over  different  aspects  of  the  project.  She 
asked  that  the  Council  request  a presentation  by  the  Planning  Department  about  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  process  for  this  project. 

9.  Adjournment.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  Meeting  adjourned  at  10:30  a.m.

that  the  Council  and  possibly  the  Historical  Landmark  Committee  become  involved  in  the 
development  plans  at  the  site. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  reported  on  her  concern  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  as  the  lead 
on  open  space  activities  especially  in  parks  and  suggested  that  there  be  oversight  of  their  plans 
to  replace  all  non-native  species  such  as  the  mature  eucalyptus.  She  stated  that  Sutro  Forest  has 
also  been  endangered  from  too  many  trees  being  removed,  and  as  a result  may  soon  turn  into  a 
dry  forest  and  fire  danger. 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  suggested  that  the  Implementation  Strategy  Tasks  include  a way  for  the  public 
to  become  fully  aware  of  what  is  going  on  with  any  tree  being  felled  in  the  city,  whether  it  is  a 
street  or  park  tree.  She  suggested  that  any  tree  to  be  felled  should  be  marked  with  information  to 
create  awareness  as  to  why  it  is  being  felled,  e.g.,  what  is  the  disease  and  motive  for  the  tree  to 
be  felled,  what  canopy  it  contributes  to,  and  where  to  find  out  the  agency  or  individual 
responsible  for  the  decision  and  implementation  of  the  decision. 

Upon  Motion  by  Member  Most,  second  by  Member  Kida,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Implementation  Strategy  Tasks  for  the  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan  was  adopted  with  amendments 
(AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Most,  Short,  Sullivan  and 
Swae;  Absent:  Member  Sherwin). 

5.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Two  Year  Work  Plan.  The  Council  will  review  and  discuss  the  two  year  Work 
Plan  Draft  developed  by  the  Planning  and  Policy  and  Funding  Committees  for  adoption. 
(Explanatory  Document:  201 4-1 5 Two  Year  Urban  Forestry  Council  Work  Plan  Draft)  Speakers; 
Members  Andrew  Sullivan  and  William  Most  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Chair  Sullivan  reported  on  2014  quarterly  Urban  Forestry  Council 
and  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Work  Plan  goals,  work  items,  and  metrics  to  assess  work 
annually.  He  stated  that  2015  goals  are  included  and  to  be  determined.  Funding  Committee 
Chair  Most  reported  on  Funding  Committee  Two  Year  Work  Plan  goals,  work  items,  and  metrics. 
Member  Sullivan  announced  that  work  plan  goals  will  be  worked  on  for  the  Landmark  Tree 
Committee  activities  and  discussed  the  need  for  more  outreach  for  landmark  tree  designations. 
Member  Hillson  discussed  Ordinance  requirements  that  may  prevent  people  from  initiating 
landmark  tree  designations.  Member  Short  suggested  scheduling  a meeting  to  discuss  this  topic. 
Council  Members  held  a discussion  on  the  Two  Year  Work  Plan  goals,  work  items  and  metrics. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio,  stated  that  she  is  a Grants  and  Financial  Analyst,  and  suggested  that  the 
Council  create  partnerships  with  City  College  and  universities  as  well  as  budget  for  staff  time  to 
work  on  fundraising  and  other  urban  forestry  programs.  She  suggested  working  with  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Workforce  Development  and  City  College  of  San  Francisco  on  a higher  SF  program  to 
diversify  and  alleviate  the  burdens  of  arborists  working  with  ISA  standards  in  San  Francisco.  Ms. 
Carpio  suggested  developing  training  material  and  gaining  Intellectual  Property  (IP)  rights  and 
patent  IP  material  as  another  way  of  generating  revenue.  She  spoke  of  conflict  of  interest  issues 
surrounding  landmark  tree  nominations  and  the  need  for  mitigation  and  transparency  in  this  area. 
She  suggested  consulting  with  31 1 and  SF  Book  for  audit  information.  Ms.  Carpio  stated  that 
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holding  Arbor  Day  in  areas  where  trees  have  been  lost  would  have  more  of  an  impact  than 
locations  that  are  well  populated. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  requested  information  on  how  to  contact  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  about  the 
landmark  tree  process  so  she  could  direct  people  to  this  program  and  process.  She  discussed  a 
significant  tree  in  Glen  Park  that  could  have  been  saved  if  there  were  more  outreach  to  the 
public  about  the  program.  Ms.  Sherrer  suggested  creating  stories  about  historic  trees  and  forests 
for  public  education.  She  inquired  who  to  contact  with  questions  about  jurisdictional  rights  over 
Mount  Sutro  Forest. 

Upon  Motion  by  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Kida,  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Two  Year 
Work  Plan  was  adopted  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Costello,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell, 

Most,  Sherwin,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae). 

Member  Swae  left  the  meeting  at  1 0:20  a.m. 

6.  Staff  Report.  There  was  no  staff  report  issued  at  this  time. 

7.  New  Business/Future  Agenda  Items.  (Information  and  Discussion) 

Member  Short  proposed  a presentation  for  the  January  meeting  on  the  Tigers  of  Market  Street  by 
two  lepidopterists.  Chair  Flanagan  reported  that  Member  Costello  has  asked  to  step  down  from 
the  Urban  Forestry  Council  effective  today,  December  1 3.  Council  Members  thanked  and 
commended  Member  Costello  for  his  service  to  the  Council.  Chair  Flanagan  announced  that  he 
would  not  be  present  for  the  January  meeting,  and  that  Member  Short  would  serve  as  Vice  Chair 
for  the  meeting,  and  that  due  to  Member  Costello’s  resignation,  a new  Chair  should  be  elected. 
Member  Hillson  discussed  the  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  Project  and  the  effect  it  may  have  on  the 
New  Zealand  Christmas  tree  located  in  the  median  between  Funston  and  12th  Avenue  that  was 
planted  for  Mayor  Christopher’s  Geary  Greening  Project.  She  stated  that  she  would  reach  out  to 
Mr.  Chester  Fung  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  to  discuss  the  project  and 
its  effect  on  trees  in  that  vicinity  (reference  Handout  on  Mayor  Christopher’s  New  Zealand 
Christmas  Tree  on  Geary  Boulevard).  Member  Sullivan  suggested  that  the  Planning  Department 
present  on  the  newly  released  Green  Connections  Plan. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio  inquired  about  landmark  tree  nomination  criteria.  Member  Hillson  reported  that 
a private  citizen  can  nominate  a tree  but  that  it  has  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
or  an  agency  department  head.  She  explained  that  all  nomination  criteria  are  available  on  the 
Landmark  Tree  nomination  form  located  on  the  Urban  Forestry  Council’s  website  or  by  contacting 
Department  staff.  Ms.  Carpio  stated  that  she  is  not  in  favor  of  development  agreements  that 
could  abuse  the  landmark  tree  process.  She  suggested  replantation  as  an  alternative  method  of 
tree  removal  for  development  projects.  Ms.  Carpio  suggested  that  all  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  grants  having  to  do  with  the  environment  be  reviewed  by  the  Urban  Forestry  Council 
so  that  projects  can  be  added  to  grants  if  possible.  She  discussed  the  lack  of  response  time 
allocated  to  the  public  for  input  into  project  plans. 
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8.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council’s  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda. 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  reported  on  upcoming  lectures  at  the  Commonwealth  Club  on  Conciliation 
Biology,  Ecological  Communities  in  the  March  of  Time,  and  the  History  of  Ecology  and  Future  of 
Eucalyptus  Plantations  in  the  Bay  Area.  She  urged  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
representatives  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Council  especially  if  voting  status  is  to  be  granted  for 
this  seat. 

Ms.  Diane  Carpio  reported  that  Park  Merced  has  a large  tree  canopy  and  discussed  trouble  she  is 
having  identifying  what  City  agency  has  jurisdiction  over  different  aspects  of  the  project.  She 
asked  that  the  Council  request  a presentation  by  the  Planning  Department  about  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  process  for  this  project. 

9.  Adjournment.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  Meeting  adjourned  at  10:30  a.m.

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern  spoke  in  opposition  to  San  Francisco’s  Natural  Areas  Program  and 
Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas  Management  Plans  that  would  propose  cutting  18,500  trees  for 
the  purpose  of  restoration  of  grasslands  and  scrub  habitat.  She  presented  a letter  from 
Distinguished  Professor  of  Evolution  and  Ecology  at  U.C.  Davis,  Arthur  M.  Shapiro,  in  which  he 
discusses  the  Natural  Areas  Program  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  and  opposition  to  San 
Francisco  considering  major  expenditures  directed  toward  “restoration  ecology.”  (Reference 

Explanatory  Document) ; 
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Council  Secretary  Fish  read  public  comment  received  from  Ms.  Dee  Seligman  asking  that  the 
December  1 3,  201 3 Meeting  Minutes  be  amended  to  reflect  what  she  had  originally  stated  at  the 
October  22,  2013  Council  meeting  as  follows:  "Currently  Chapter  12  of  Environment  Code  says 
Recreation  and  Park  and  GGNRA  are  non-voting  members  but  that  Chapter  12  rules  cannot 
supersede  what  Policy  13  says  about  protection  of  natural  resource  areas.  This  means  that 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  could  vote  on  Urban  Forestry  Council  but  the  Council  would 
have  no  say  over  the  natural  areas!” 

The  Council  Chair  suggested  that  the  February  25,  201 4 meeting  minutes  reflect  Ms.  Seligman’s 
clarification  instead  of  the  option  to  bring  back  the  October  22  or  December  13  meeting  minutes 
for  amendment.

Policy  Planner  Kearstin  Dischinger  presented  on  the  Green  Connections  Project,  "a  special  street 
or  path  that  connects  people  to  parks,  open  spaces,  and  the  waterfront  while  enhancing  the 
ecology  of  the  street  environment.”  Project  goals  include  public  health  goals  to  increase  active 
transportation  to  parks,  sustainability  to  enhance  urban  ecology,  and  livability,  to  support 
neighborhood  stewardship  and  livability.  She  reported  that  the  project  is  nearing  completion  of  a 
two-year  planning  process  and  presented  a draft  version  of  the  Plan. 

Ms.  Dischinger  presented  an  example  of  an  existing  streetscape  and  how  it  would  be  envisioned 
through  the  Green  Connections  project.  Topics  of  discussion  included  key  project  deliverables, 
the  planning  process,  project  team  and  partnerships,  the  Green  Connections  network,  the  design 
toolkit,  ecology  guides  for  route-specific  information,  citywide  plant  and  community  resource  lists, 
and  concept  design.  Ms.  Dischinger  discussed  how  Green  Connections  will  be  implemented  and 
provided  city-led  and  community-led  examples.  Planning  Department  plans  are  to  present  the 
project  to  the  Planning  Commission  in  early  March  and  then  to  be  part  of  the  Recreation  and 
Open  Space  adoption  process  at  the  end  of  March  for  incorporation  into  the  General  Plan. 
(Reference  Presentation)  Council  members  discussed  project  plans,  prioritization  of  tasks  and 
costs.

management  plans  for  the  Mt.  Sutro  Forest.  Sponsor:  Council  Chair  Dan  Flanagan;  Speaker:  Craig

Sutro  Stewards  Executive  Director  Craig  Dawson  presented  on  Mt.  Sutro  Forest’s  cultural  value,  its 
history,  the  role  it  has  played  in  San  Francisco,  and  efforts  to  conserve  the  area.  He  discussed 
UCSF’s  2001  Mount  Sutro  Open  Space  Reserve  Management  Plan,  the  Draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (DEIR)  published  in  2013,  and  opposition  to  the  alternate  plan  to  revise  the  Draft  EIR 
that  he  believes  will  negatively  affect  the  health  of  Mt.  Sutro’s  urban  forest,  its  wildlife  habitat, 
biodiversity,  and  conservation  efforts.  He  suggested  that  the  Council  consider  writing  a letter  to 
the  UCSF  Board  of  Regents  stating  opposition  to  an  alternate  Draft  EIR  based  on  concerns 
expressed  at  today’s  meeting.  Council  Members  held  a discussion  and  collaborated  with  Mr. 
Dawson  on  UCSF  policies,  the  process,  and  current  plans  for  the  new  proposed  Draft  EIR. 

The  Council  directed  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  to  consider  an  appropriate  response  at 
its  March  4,  2014  meeting.

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Paul  Roeder,  San  Francisco  resident,  stated  that  Sutro  Forest  is  a 120  year  old  hand-planted 
eucalyptus  forest  of  now  naturalized  trees  and  diverse  understory.  It  has  evolved  and  developed 
many  characteristics  of  a cloud  forest  at  sea  level,  a rare  eco  type,  possibly  the  only  one  of  its 
classification  in  the  world.  He  stated  that  the  original  Management  Plan  for  Sutro  Forest  was 
intended  to  be  a native  plant  restoration  project  disguised  as  a forest  restoration  project.  The 
Plan  projected  heavy-handed  management  calling  for  initial  removal  of  up  to  30,000  trees  of  the 
45,000  tree  forest.  Tree  separation  is  now  roughly  6 feet  on  center;  those  dimensions  would  be 
increased  from  25  to  35  feet  separation  of  the  trees.  Tree  removal  would  be  followed  by  yearly 
application  of  herbicides  to  tree  stumps  and  other  non  native  plants.  Because  of  the  nature  of 
the  root  system,  the  toxins  would  migrate  to  remaining  trees  and  shrubs.  Eventually  the  forest 
would  be  gone.  Eucalyptus  trees  are  a significant  element  of  our  City’s  diverse  urban  forest 
including  the  Sutro  Forest  and  are  rooted  in  our  history.  Efforts  to  preserve  native  plants  species 
should  not  include  destruction  of  healthy  trees  including  UCSF’s.  San  Franciscans  including  UCSF 
should  adopt  an  inclusive  view  of  nature  where  native  and  non-natives  are  naturalized  as  part  of 
the  evolving  global  biosphere.  In  an  age  of  global  climate  change,  every  tree  counts.  A light 
hand  to  management  is  necessary.  The  forest  should  be  a natural  self  regulating  self  sustaining 
place. 

Mr.  Roeder  spoke  In  support  of  UCSF’s  decision  not  to  use  herbicides  in  the  current  plan  and 
encouraged  the  City  to  follow.  He  stated  that  the  number  of  trees  to  be  removed  is  significantly 
lower  in  this  proposal.  The  scope  of  the  tree  removal  should  be  decided  by  use  of  test  plots  similar 
to  the  proposal  in  the  original  plan.  Mr.  Roeder  discussed  the  surprise  that  has  been  expressed  to 
UCSF’s  revised  Management  Plan,  but  stated  that  there  has  been  growing  local  opposition  to  any 
UCSF  plan  by  the  citizens.  He  suggested  that  UCSF  be  told  that  citizens  are  thankful  they  have 
stopped  going  in  one  direction,  but  that  some  portions  of  the  new  direction  are  not  good,  such  as 
destroying  the  25  acres.  He  suggested  that  UCSF  not  do  any  plan  and  start  all  over. 
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Mr.  Christopher  Campbell,  San  Francisco  resident,  thanked  Mr.  Dawson  for  Sutro  Steward’s 
volunteer  work  clearing  trails  which  have  improved  recreational  opportunities  and  the  safety  of 
the  area  that  was  once  impenetrable  and  has  provided  better  accessibility  in  case  of  fire 
hazards.  He  discussed  the  overall  decline  of  the  health  of  the  Sutro  Forest  and  what  is  believed  to 
be  a beetle  infestation.  Mr.  Campbell  discussed  UCSF’s  letter  explaining  the  change  of  plan  that 
resulted  from  a consultation  with  a professional  arborist  whose  opinion  was  that  the  current  plan  is 
consistent  with  best  management  practices  of  wooded  areas  and  urban  environments  in 
addressing  fire  hazards.  Mr.  Campbell  stated  that  UCSF's  concern  with  the  safety  of  San 
Francisco  should  include  addressing  the  health  of  the  forest  as  a whole,  identifying  best 
management  practices,  and  addressing  trees  that  are  unhealthy  and  pose  safety  hazards 
because  they  are  within  a 100  foot  contact  of  trails.  He  encouraged  Council  Members  to  visit  and 
inspect  the  conditions  at  Mt.  Sutro. 

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern  stated  that  it  is  not  known  why  UCSF  has  changed  their  decision  to 
implement  the  original  plan,  but  that  there  had  been  overwhelming  opposition  by  the 
neighborhood  and  citizens  of  San  Francisco  expressed  at  a meeting.  She  stated  that  the  new 
plan  is  a part  of  the  old  plan  but  on  a smaller  area.  Ms.  Glikshtern  spoke  in  support  of  the  new 
Plan's  efforts  to  not  use  Tier  1 and  2 herbicides  and  remove  fewer  trees,  but  was  opposed  to 
replacing  what  is  currently  there  with  native  plants.

(Explanatory  Document:  Approved  Resolution  002-1 4-UFC)  (Discussion  and  Action)  Upon  Motion 
by  Member  Sherwin,  second  by  Member  Sullivan,  the  Draft  Resolution  recommending 
amendments  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Ordinance  membership  and  meeting  schedule 
requirements  was  approved  without  objection.  The  Resolution  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  further  action.  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Most, 
Sherwin,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae) 

9.  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  File  No.  2014-01  -UFC  endorsing  the  Urban  Forest  Master 
Plan,  Phase  One,  Street  Trees.  (Explanatory  Document:  Approved  Resolution  001-1 4-UFC)  Sponsor 
and  Speaker:  Member  Jon  Swae  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Public  Comment: 

Council  Coordinator  Mei  Ling  Hui  reported  on  public  comment  received  by  Commission  on  the 
Environment  Commissioner  Ruth  Gravanis  requesting  that  the  Council  consider  not  taking  an 
endorsement  vote  until  after  public  comments  have  been  incorporated.  Additional  comments 
and  suggestions  on  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  are  included  in  the  Public  Comment  document 
received.  (Reference  Explanatory  Document) 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  stated  that  the  Resolution  does  not  mention  the  twenty-year  cost  and  any  action 
to  be  taken  after  the  twentieth  year.  He  discussed  problems  and  time  constraints  he  experienced 
with  reviewing  the  approximate  ninety-page  document  and  another  sixty  pages  of  finance 
information.  Mr.  Mason  stated  that  he  concluded  that  the  Plan  ranges  from  $500  million  to  $875 
million  depending  on  the  range  by  yearly  basis  and  lacks  adequate  resources  and  political 
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commitment  that  makes  the  necessary  financial  choices  for  the  city.  Mr.  Mason  urged  that  the 
Urban  Forest  Plan  include  an  opt-out  provision  for  seniors,  disabled,  and  those  that  are  home 
bound  so  that  they  are  not  responsible  for  the  daily  maintenance  of  the  tree  basin  and  fallen 
leaves.  Mr.  Mason  urged  the  City  to  get  the  back  log  in  order  before  embarking  in  future 
programs. 

Member  Swae  proposed  that  the  Council  proceed  with  the  endorsement  of  the  Draft  Plan  with 
the  understanding  that  there  would  be  changes  made  through  comments  received  and  further 
discussion.  The  Council  would  then  be  asked  to  endorse  the  Final  Plan  at  a future  date.  Upon 
Motion  by  Council  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  member  Leffingwell,  the  Resolution  endorsing  the 
Draft  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan  Phase  One,  Street  Trees  was  approved  with  amendments.  (AYES: 
Members  Flanagan,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Most,  Sherwin,  Short,  Sullivan  and  Swae) 

10.  Review  and  Approval  of  the  2014  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  and  Draft  Resolution  2014-04-UFC 
Approving  the  List.  (Explanatory  Document:  Draft  2014  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  and  Draft 
Resolution)  (Discussion  and  Action)  This  agenda  item  was  continued  to  the  March  28,  2014  Urban 
Forestry  Council  meeting. 

1 1 . AB  32  Cap-and-Trade  Investment  Plan.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  will  discuss  the  Investment  Plan 
and  the  Governor’s  proposal  for  Fiscal  Year  201 4-201 5 as  it  relates  to  urban  forestry  work  and 
identify  recommendations  to  include  in  a letter  to  the  California  Senate  Budget  and  Fiscal  Review 
Committee.

Council  Coordinator  Mei  Ling  Hui  reported  on  the  Governor's  AB32  proposal  for  Fiscal  Year  2014- 
1 5 and  proposal  that  $15  million  of  the  total  fund  be  allocated  to  CalFire  to  administer  community 
and  urban  forestry  programs. 

Upon  Motion  by  Council  Member  Sherwin,  second  by  Member  Hillson,  the  Council  voted  to 
support  that  the  Council  Chair  and  one  other  member  hold  a meeting  with  Senator  Mark  Leno, 
Chair  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to  relay  that  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  endorses  the  Governor’s 
AB32  Cap-and-Trade  Investment  Plan  budget  proposal  that  CalFire  manage  the  administration  of 
$15  million  for  the  community  urban  forestry  program.  This  approval  would  be  subject  to 
information  received  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  on  its  proposal  for  allocation  of  AB32 
funds.  The  Council  Coordinator  was  asked  to  relay  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  that 
the  Council  would  be  speaking  to  Senator  Leno  only  on  the  $1 5 million  directed  toward  the  urban 
forestry  program  and  would  not  be  related  to  the  request  to  be  made  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment.  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Most,  Sherwin,  Short, 
Sullivan  and  Swae) 

12.  Mayor  George  Christopher  Tree  on  Geary  Boulevard.  The  Council  will  hear  a presentation  on  a 
New  Zealand  Christmas  Tree  planted  by  Mayor  George  Christopher  located  on  Geary  Boulevard 
as  it  relates  to  the  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  Project.  (Explanatory  Documents:  Mayor  George 
Christopher  and  Geary  Median  Greening  Project  and  Geary  BRT  Presentation)  Sponsor/Speaker: 
Council  Member  Rose  Hillson  (Informational  Presentation  and  Discussion) 
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Council  Member  Rose  Hillson  provided  an  overview  of  Mayor  George  Christopher’s  background 
and  involvement  in  political  and  social  issues  and  his  involvement  in  the  second  largest  greening 
project  after  Golden  Gate  Park,  the  greening  of  Geary  Boulevard,  referred  to  as  the  “Great  Wide 
Way".  She  discussed  Mayor  Christopher’s  involvement  in  the  planting  of  the  first  New  Zealand 
Christmas  tree  in  1959  on  the  Geary  median  between  12th  Avenue  and  Funston  in  the  Richmond 
District  and  the  historical  significance  of  the  tree.  Member  Hillson  reported  that  this  tree  would  be 
affected  by  the  Geary  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  System  project  and  asked  that  the  Council  consider 
ways  to  save  the  tree  that  is  important  to  the  district.  Member  Hillson  would  report  back  to  the 
Council  after  future  discussions  with  Mr.  Chester  Fung,  Project  Manager  of  the  Geary  BRT  project. 

13.  Staff  Report.  Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  on  Arbor  Day  activities  on  March  15  and  asked  for 
Council  input  on  projects  and  activities  for  the  Arbor  Day  fair.  She  reported  that  there  is  a 
landmark  tree  for  review  to  be  scheduled  for  an  April  Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee  meeting. 
Chair  Flanagan  appointed  Members  Short,  Swae  and  Kida  to  the  Committee. 

14.  New  Business/Future  Agenda  Items.  (Information  and  Discussion)  Planning  and  Policy  Committee 
Chair  Sullivan  reported  on  discussions  held  at  the  February  Planning  and  Policy  Committee 
meeting  on  Arbor  Day  activities  and  urged  Council  Members  to  participate.  Member  Short 
suggested  scheduling  a tree  tour  on  Earth  Day.  Funding  Committee  Chair  Most  reported  that 
Coordinator  Hui  is  working  on  recruiting  membership  for  the  proposed  grant  coordinating  council. 
Member  Hillson  reported  that  the  Counsel  packet  includes  information  on  the  Mayor’s  Tree  List 
and  asked  for  Council  member  input  into  an  activity  for  the  Tree  Walk  and  selection  of  tree 
species.  A discussion  will  be  held  on  this  topic  at  the  March  4,  2014  Planning  and  Policy 
Committee  meeting. 

15.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council’s  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda.  There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

16.  Adjournment.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  meeting  adjourned  at  8:16  p.m.

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Council  Secretary  Fish  read  public  comment  received  from  Ms.  Dee  Seligman  asking  that  the 
December  1 3,  201 3 Meeting  Minutes  be  amended  to  reflect  what  she  had  originally  stated  at  the 
October  22,  2013  Council  meeting  as  follows:  “Currently  Chapter  12  of  Environment  Code  says 
Recreation  and  Park  and  GGNRA  are  non-voting  members  but  that  Chapter  12  rules  cannot 
supersede  what  Policy  13  says  about  protection  of  natural  resource  areas.

5.  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  2014-03-UFC  Commending  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Member  Larry  Costello  for  his  service  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  (Explanatory  Document: 

Draft  Resolution)  (Discussion  and  Action)  This  agenda  item  was  continued  to  the  March  28,  2014 
Council  meeting. 

6.  Green  Connections  Project.  The  Council  will  hear  an  informational  presentation  on  the  Planning 
Department’s  Green  Connections  Project  including  the  final  network  and  plant  list/database. 
(Explanatory  Document:  Green  Connections  Presentation,  Green  Connections  Network  Map  and 
Citywide  Plant  List)  Sponsor:  Council  Member  Jon  Swae;  Speaker:  Kearstin  Dischinger,  Policy 
Planner,  Planning  Department.  (Informational  Presentation  and  Discussion) 

Policy  Planner  Kearstin  Dischinger  presented  on  the  Green  Connections  Project,  “a  special  street 
or  path  that  connects  people  to  parks,  open  spaces,  and  the  waterfront  while  enhancing  the 
ecology  of  the  street  environment.”  Project  goals  include  public  health  goals  to  increase  active 
transportation  to  parks,  sustainability  to  enhance  urban  ecology,  and  livability,  to  support 
neighborhood  stewardship  and  livability.  She  reported  that  the  project  is  nearing  completion  of  a 
two-year  planning  process  and  presented  a draft  version  of  the  Plan. 

Ms.  Dischinger  presented  an  example  of  an  existing  streetscape  and  how  it  would  be  envisioned 
through  the  Green  Connections  project.  Topics  of  discussion  included  key  project  deliverables, 
the  planning  process,  project  team  and  partnerships,  the  Green  Connections  network,  the  design 
toolkit,  ecology  guides  for  route-specific  information,  citywide  plant  and  community  resource  lists, 
and  concept  design.  Ms.  Dischinger  discussed  how  Green  Connections  will  be  implemented  and 
provided  city-led  and  community-led  examples.  Planning  Department  plans  are  to  present  the 
project  to  the  Planning  Commission  in  early  March  and  then  to  be  part  of  the  Recreation  and 
Open  Space  adoption  process  at  the  end  of  March  for  incorporation  into  the  General  Plan. 
(Reference  Presentation)  Council  members  discussed  project  plans,  prioritization  of  tasks  and 
costs.  A request  was  made  to  add  San  Francisco's  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  into  the  plan 
database. 
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7.  Mt.  Sutro  Forest.  The  Council  will  hear  a presentation  from  the  Sutro  Stewards  on  current 

management  plans  for  the  Mt.  Sutro  Forest.  Sponsor:  Council  Chair  Dan  Flanagan;  Speaker:  Craig 
Dawson,  Executive  Director  of  Sutro  Stewards.  (Informational  Presentation  and  Discussion) 

Sutro  Stewards  Executive  Director  Craig  Dawson  presented  on  Mt.  Sutro  Forest’s  cultural  value,  its 
history,  the  role  it  has  played  in  San  Francisco,  and  efforts  to  conserve  the  area.  Fie  discussed 
UCSF’s  2001  Mount  Sutro  Open  Space  Reserve  Management  Plan,  the  Draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (DEIR)  published  in  2013,  and  opposition  to  the  alternate  plan  to  revise  the  Draft  EIR 
that  he  believes  will  negatively  affect  the  health  of  Mt.  Sutro’s  urban  forest,  its  wildlife  habitat, 
biodiversity,  and  conservation  efforts.  Fie  suggested  that  the  Council  consider  writing  a letter  to 
the  UCSF  Board  of  Regents  stating  opposition  to  an  alternate  Draft  EIR  based  on  concerns 
expressed  at  today’s  meeting.  Council  Members  held  a discussion  and  collaborated  with  Mr. 
Dawson  on  UCSF  policies,  the  process,  and  current  plans  for  the  new  proposed  Draft  EIR. 

The  Council  directed  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  to  consider  an  appropriate  response  at 
its  March  4,  2014  meeting.

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Paul  Roeder,  San  Francisco  resident,  stated  that  Sutro  Forest  is  a 120  year  old  hand-planted 
eucalyptus  forest  of  now  naturalized  trees  and  diverse  understory.  It  has  evolved  and  developed 
many  characteristics  of  a cloud  forest  at  sea  level,  a rare  eco  type,  possibly  the  only  one  of  its 
classification  in  the  world.  He  stated  that  the  original  Management  Plan  for  Sutro  Forest  was 
intended  to  be  a native  plant  restoration  project  disguised  as  a forest  restoration  project.  The 
Plan  projected  heavy-handed  management  calling  for  initial  removal  of  up  to  30,000  trees  of  the 
45,000  tree  forest.  Tree  separation  is  now  roughly  6 feet  on  center;  those  dimensions  would  be 
increased  from  25  to  35  feet  separation  of  the  trees.  Tree  removal  would  be  followed  by  yearly 
application  of  herbicides  to  tree  stumps  and  other  non  native  plants.  Because  of  the  nature  of 
the  root  system,  the  toxins  would  migrate  to  remaining  trees  and  shrubs.  Eventually  the  forest 
would  be  gone.  Eucalyptus  trees  are  a significant  element  of  our  City’s  diverse  urban  forest 
including  the  Sutro  Forest  and  are  rooted  in  our  history.  Efforts  to  preserve  native  plants  species 
should  not  include  destruction  of  healthy  trees  including  UCSF’s.  San  Franciscans  including  UCSF 
should  adopt  an  inclusive  view  of  nature  where  native  and  non-natives  are  naturalized  as  part  of 
the  evolving  global  biosphere.  In  an  age  of  global  climate  change,  every  tree  counts.  A light 
hand  to  management  is  necessary.  The  forest  should  be  a natural  self  regulating  self  sustaining 
place. 

Mr.  Roeder  spoke  In  support  of  UCSF’s  decision  not  to  use  herbicides  in  the  current  plan  and 
encouraged  the  City  to  follow.  He  stated  that  the  number  of  trees  to  be  removed  is  significantly 
lower  in  this  proposal.  The  scope  of  the  tree  removal  should  be  decided  by  use  of  test  plots  similar 
to  the  proposal  in  the  original  plan.  Mr.  Roeder  discussed  the  surprise  that  has  been  expressed  to 
UCSF's  revised  Management  Plan,  but  stated  that  there  has  been  growing  local  opposition  to  any 
UCSF  plan  by  the  citizens.  He  suggested  that  UCSF  be  told  that  citizens  are  thankful  they  have 
stopped  going  in  one  direction,  but  that  some  portions  of  the  new  direction  are  not  good,  such  as 
destroying  the  25  acres.  He  suggested  that  UCSF  not  do  any  plan  and  start  all  over. 
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Mr.  Christopher  Campbell,  San  Francisco  resident,  thanked  Mr.  Dawson  for  Sutro  Steward’s 
volunteer  work  clearing  trails  which  have  improved  recreational  opportunities  and  the  safety  of 
the  area  that  was  once  impenetrable  and  has  provided  better  accessibility  in  case  of  fire 
hazards.  He  discussed  the  overall  decline  of  the  health  of  the  Sutro  Forest  and  what  is  believed  to 
be  a beetle  infestation.  Mr.  Campbell  discussed  UCSF’s  letter  explaining  the  change  of  plan  that 
resulted  from  a consultation  with  a professional  arborist  whose  opinion  was  that  the  current  plan  is 
consistent  with  best  management  practices  of  wooded  areas  and  urban  environments  in 
addressing  fire  hazards.  Mr.  Campbell  stated  that  UCSF's  concern  with  the  safety  of  San 
Francisco  should  include  addressing  the  health  of  the  forest  as  a whole,  identifying  best 
management  practices,  and  addressing  trees  that  are  unhealthy  and  pose  safety  hazards 
because  they  are  within  a 100  foot  contact  of  trails.  He  encouraged  Council  Members  to  visit  and 
inspect  the  conditions  at  Mt.  Sutro. 

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern  stated  that  it  is  not  known  why  UCSF  has  changed  their  decision  to 
implement  the  original  plan,  but  that  there  had  been  overwhelming  opposition  by  the 
neighborhood  and  citizens  of  San  Francisco  expressed  at  a meeting.  She  stated  that  the  new 
plan  is  a part  of  the  old  plan  but  on  a smaller  area.  Ms.  Glikshtern  spoke  in  support  of  the  new 
Plan’s  efforts  to  not  use  Tier  1 and  2 herbicides  and  remove  fewer  trees,  but  was  opposed  to 
replacing  what  is  currently  there  with  native  plants.  She  suggested  inviting  Save  Sutro  and/or  San 
Francisco  Forest  Alliance  to  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting  so  that  opposite 
viewpoints  may  be  heard.

Members  Short  and  Flanagan 
commended  Member  Costello  on  his  contribution  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  and  urban 
forestry.  Member  Emeritus  Costello  thanked  the  Council  and  commended  the  composition  of  the 
Council  and  its  work  toward  improving  the  urban  forest.

(Continued  from  the  February  25,  2014  Meeting — Proposed  for  Continuance  to 
the  May  23,  2014  Meeting)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Charles  Cunningham  inquired  whether  the  purpose  of  the  Recommended 
Street  Tree  List  is  to  address  trees  that  are  being  recommended  for  removal.  Chairperson 
Flanagan  reported  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  other  entities  work  on  making  annual 
recommendations  for  street  trees  to  plant  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Cunningham  inquired  whether 
the  list  would  address  a street  tree  that  should  be  removed  from  a public  walkway.  Chair 
Flanagan  reported  that  street  tree  removal  does  not  apply  to  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List. 
Member  Short  offered  to  advise  Mr.  Cunningham  on  the  process. 

This  agenda  item  was  continued  to  the  May  23,  2014  Urban  Forestry  Council  meeting. 

6.  Nominations  and  Expression  of  Interest  in  Urban  Forestry  Council  Office  for  Chair  and  Vice  Chair. 

(Discussion  and  Action) 

Member  Most,  second  by  Member  Short  nominated  Council  Chair  Flanagan  as  Chair.  Chair 
Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Hillson  nominated  Member  Short  as  Vice-Chair. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  commended  Members  Short  and  Flanagan  for  doing  a good 
job.  She  suggested  that  the  Council  consider  adding  a San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance 
representative  so  as  to  have  a more  balanced  view. 

7.  Summary  of  Draft  Urban  Forest  Plan  Public  Comments.  (Explanatory  Document:  Draft  Urban 
Forest  Plan  - Phase  1 : Street  Trees  Public  Comments  Summary)  Sponsor/Speaker:  Member  Jon 
Swae  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion) 

Member  Swae  reported  that  the  Phase  1 of  the  Draft  Urban  Forest  Plan  was  released  on  January 
1 5.  The  comment  period  was  until  January  21  and  then  extended  until  February  25  or  26.  A report 
was  provided  on  public  comments  received  as  referenced  in  the  Explanatory  Document. 

Member  Swae  reported  that  the  majority  of  the  comments  were  in  support  of  the  plan.  He 
provided  a high  level  summary  of  recommendations  and  key  themes  from  public  comments 
received.  The  final  draft  is  scheduled  for  release  in  April  or  early  May  at  which  point  hearings 
would  be  scheduled  at  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  was  suggested 
that  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  schedule  a meeting  to  endorse  the  final  draft  of  the  plan  at  its 
May  meeting.  Member  Swae  discussed  elements  of  Phases  2 and  3 of  the  Plan  noting  that 
funding  would  be  required  for  Phase  2 and  work  is  in  process  for  Phase  3. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  inquired  about  the  number  of  comments  that  were  provided  by  the  due  date 
and  how  many  additional  comments  were  made  in  the  ensuing  week.  He  reported  on  his 
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concern  that  there  is  not  an  adequate  financing  element  included  in  the  Plan  and  the 
magnitude  of  financing  that  would  be  required  for  its  implementation.  Mr.  Mason  reported  on  his 
concern  that  the  finance  document  states  that  the  City  would  be  absolved  of  costs  from  sewage 
pipe  breakage  from  tree  roots,  and  that  home  owners  would  be  responsible  for  repair.  He  stated 
that  there  are  disconnects  in  the  Plan  that  should  be  addressed  such  as  responsibility  for 
maintenance  of  privately-planted  street  trees.  Member  Swae  reported  that  the  majority  of 
comments  received  were  by  the  due  date  and  four  or  five  comments  were  received  by  the 
extension  date. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  commended  Phase  1 of  the  Plan  that  she  believes  to  be  well  considered  and 
encompasses  many  aspects.  She  reported  on  her  concern  that  many  San  Franciscans  use  the 
areas  referenced  in  the  Plan,  but  are  not  able  to  attend  meetings  and  provide  input  into 
decisions  being  made  because  of  their  work  schedules.  Ms.  Sherrer  expressed  her  concern  that 
the  Plan  is  natural  areas  centric  and  should  not  be  included  in  the  Plan.  She  provided 
recommendations  for  revisions  and  inclusions. 

8.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  2014-05-UFC 

Supporting/Endorsing  the  Green  Connections  Plan.  (Explanatory  Document:  Approved  Resolution 

005-1 4-UFC)  Sponsor/Speaker:  Member  Jon  Swae  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Member  Swae  reported  that  The  Planning  Department  presented  to  the  Council  at  its  February 
meeting  on  the  Green  Connections  Plan.  He  stated  that  the  Green  Connections  Plan  is  to 
create  a network  of  green  streets  throughout  San  Francisco  to  connect  people,  pedestrians, 
bicycle  and  transit  between  parks  and  open  spaces  in  the  City  and  would  support  habitat 
supportive  streetscape  planting,  community  planting  activities,  and  trees  and  understory.  The 
Plan  would  be  implemented  in  the  next  twenty  years  with  a variety  of  capital  projects  carried  out 
by  the  City  or  communities.  A website  called  SFPIantfinder  would  include  a list  of  plants  that 
neighborhoods  and  residents  can  plant  in  the  community  and  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  inquired  about  implementation  costs  for  the  planned  Green  Connections 
projects  in  the  next  twenty  years  and  methods  for  acquiring  funding.  He  asked  that  there  be  full 
transparency  of  costs  and  that  it  be  included  in  the  Plan.  Mr.  Mason  discussed  the  increase  in 
transportation  project  costs  and  decrease  in  available  government  funding  for  implementation  of 
projects.  He  spoke  of  his  concern  that  property  owners  would  assume  responsibility  for  project 
costs. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  commended  the  Green  Connections  Project.  She  suggested  that  the  Council 
remove  the  reference  to  the  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element  (ROSE)  in  the  Resolution 
because  it  has  not  yet  been  finalized.  She  stated  that  there  are  many  policies  in  the  ROSE  that 
the  Council  may  not  support  and  that  may  not  be  urban-forest  friendly. 

Upon  Motion  by  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Hillan,  Resolution  005-1 4-UFC  was  approved 
with  an  amendment  to  add  the  cost  to  the  building  demonstration-level  projects  over  the  next 
twenty  years.  Member  Swae  would  provide  the  cost  figure.  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Hillan, 
Hillson,  Kida,  Most,  Short,  Swae,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members  Leffingwell  and  Sherwin.)

Planning  & Policy  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Committee  Chair  Sullivan  reported  on  March  4 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee  discussions  on  Mt.  Sutro  and  request  to  UCSF  for  a presentation  at 
the  May  full  Council  meeting.  It  was  reported  that  UCSF’s  schedule  has  been  revised  and 
delayed.

Street  Tree  List  is  to  address  trees  that  are  being  recommended  for  removal.  Chairperson 
Flanagan  reported  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  other  entities  work  on  making  annual 
recommendations  for  street  trees  to  plant  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Cunningham  inquired  whether 
the  list  would  address  a street  tree  that  should  be  removed  from  a public  walkway.  Chair 
Flanagan  reported  that  street  tree  removal  does  not  apply  to  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List. 
Member  Short  offered  to  advise  Mr.  Cunningham  on  the  process. 

This  agenda  item  was  continued  to  the  May  23,  2014  Urban  Forestry  Council  meeting. 

6.  Nominations  and  Expression  of  Interest  in  Urban  Forestry  Council  Office  for  Chair  and  Vice  Chair. 

(Discussion  and  Action) 

Member  Most,  second  by  Member  Short  nominated  Council  Chair  Flanagan  as  Chair.  Chair 
Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Hillson  nominated  Member  Short  as  Vice-Chair. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  commended  Members  Short  and  Flanagan  for  doing  a good 
job.  She  suggested  that  the  Council  consider  adding  a San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance 
representative  so  as  to  have  a more  balanced  view. 

7.  Summary  of  Draft  Urban  Forest  Plan  Public  Comments.  (Explanatory  Document:  Draft  Urban 
Forest  Plan  - Phase  1 : Street  Trees  Public  Comments  Summary)  Sponsor/Speaker:  Member  Jon 
Swae  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion) 

Member  Swae  reported  that  the  Phase  1 of  the  Draft  Urban  Forest  Plan  was  released  on  January 
1 5.  The  comment  period  was  until  January  21  and  then  extended  until  February  25  or  26.  A report 
was  provided  on  public  comments  received  as  referenced  in  the  Explanatory  Document. 

Member  Swae  reported  that  the  majority  of  the  comments  were  in  support  of  the  plan.  He 
provided  a high  level  summary  of  recommendations  and  key  themes  from  public  comments 
received.  The  final  draft  is  scheduled  for  release  in  April  or  early  May  at  which  point  hearings 
would  be  scheduled  at  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  was  suggested 
that  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  schedule  a meeting  to  endorse  the  final  draft  of  the  plan  at  its 
May  meeting.  Member  Swae  discussed  elements  of  Phases  2 and  3 of  the  Plan  noting  that 
funding  would  be  required  for  Phase  2 and  work  is  in  process  for  Phase  3. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  inquired  about  the  number  of  comments  that  were  provided  by  the  due  date 
and  how  many  additional  comments  were  made  in  the  ensuing  week.  He  reported  on  his 
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concern  that  there  is  not  an  adequate  financing  element  included  in  the  Plan  and  the 
magnitude  of  financing  that  would  be  required  for  its  implementation.  Mr.  Mason  reported  on  his 
concern  that  the  finance  document  states  that  the  City  would  be  absolved  of  costs  from  sewage 
pipe  breakage  from  tree  roots,  and  that  home  owners  would  be  responsible  for  repair.  He  stated 
that  there  are  disconnects  in  the  Plan  that  should  be  addressed  such  as  responsibility  for 
maintenance  of  privately-planted  street  trees.  Member  Swae  reported  that  the  majority  of 
comments  received  were  by  the  due  date  and  four  or  five  comments  were  received  by  the 
extension  date. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  commended  Phase  1 of  the  Plan  that  she  believes  to  be  well  considered  and 
encompasses  many  aspects.  She  reported  on  her  concern  that  many  San  Franciscans  use  the 
areas  referenced  in  the  Plan,  but  are  not  able  to  attend  meetings  and  provide  input  into 
decisions  being  made  because  of  their  work  schedules.  Ms.  Sherrer  expressed  her  concern  that 
the  Plan  is  natural  areas  centric  and  should  not  be  included  in  the  Plan.  She  provided 
recommendations  for  revisions  and  inclusions. 

8.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Review  and  Approval  of  Draft  Resolution  2014-05-UFC 

Supporting/Endorsing  the  Green  Connections  Plan.  (Explanatory  Document:  Approved  Resolution 
005-1 4-UFC)  Sponsor/Speaker:  Member  Jon  Swae  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Member  Swae  reported  that  The  Planning  Department  presented  to  the  Council  at  its  February 
meeting  on  the  Green  Connections  Plan.  He  stated  that  the  Green  Connections  Plan  is  to 
create  a network  of  green  streets  throughout  San  Francisco  to  connect  people,  pedestrians, 
bicycle  and  transit  between  parks  and  open  spaces  in  the  City  and  would  support  habitat 
supportive  streetscape  planting,  community  planting  activities,  and  trees  and  understory.  The 
Plan  would  be  implemented  in  the  next  twenty  years  with  a variety  of  capital  projects  carried  out 
by  the  City  or  communities.  A website  called  SFPIantfinder  would  include  a list  of  plants  that 
neighborhoods  and  residents  can  plant  in  the  community  and  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Frank  Mason  inquired  about  implementation  costs  for  the  planned  Green  Connections 
projects  in  the  next  twenty  years  and  methods  for  acquiring  funding.  He  asked  that  there  be  full 
transparency  of  costs  and  that  it  be  included  in  the  Plan.  Mr.  Mason  discussed  the  increase  in 
transportation  project  costs  and  decrease  in  available  government  funding  for  implementation  of 
projects.  He  spoke  of  his  concern  that  property  owners  would  assume  responsibility  for  project 
costs. 

Ms.  Robin  Sherrer  commended  the  Green  Connections  Project.  She  suggested  that  the  Council 
remove  the  reference  to  the  Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element  (ROSE)  in  the  Resolution 
because  it  has  not  yet  been  finalized.  She  stated  that  there  are  many  policies  in  the  ROSE  that 
the  Council  may  not  support  and  that  may  not  be  urban-forest  friendly. 

Upon  Motion  by  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Hillan,  Resolution  005-1 4-UFC  was  approved 
with  an  amendment  to  add  the  cost  to  the  building  demonstration-level  projects  over  the  next 
twenty  years.  Member  Swae  would  provide  the  cost  figure.  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Hillan, 
Hillson,  Kida,  Most,  Short,  Swae,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members  Leffingwell  and  Sherwin.) 
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9.  Committee  Reports:  (Informational  Reports  and  Discussion) 

Planning  & Policy  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Committee  Chair  Sullivan  reported  on  March  4 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee  discussions  on  Mt.  Sutro  and  request  to  UCSF  for  a presentation  at 
the  May  full  Council  meeting.  It  was  reported  that  UCSF’s  schedule  has  been  revised  and 
delayed.  Additional  discussions  were  on  scheduling  an  Earth  Day  street  tree  tour  and  Member 
Hillson’s  proposal  on  the  Mayoral  Tree  walk.  Member  Hillson  reported  that  an  opinion  is  being 
requested  from  the  Mayor's  Office  on  the  feasibility  of  a tour. 

Funding  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Member  Most  reported  that  there  has  not  been  a response 
to  forming  an  interagency  grant  group  from  agencies  that  were  contacted.  Additional  ideas  for 
forming  a group  were  discussed.  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  development  officers  are  working 
together  on  grant  opportunities. 

Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee  Report.  Chair's  Report.  Member  Hillson  reported  on  current 
Committee  membership.  She  reported  that  Supervisor  Weiner  introduced  a nomination  for  a 
landmark  tree  at  3066  Market  Street,  Block  2656,  Lot  020.  A Landmark  Tree  Committee  meeting 
may  be  scheduled  on  May  1 after  the  Board  votes  on  approval  of  the  tree  at  its  April  2 meeting. 
Committee  member  site  visits  to  evaluate  the  tree  were  held. 

10.  Staff  Report.  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion)  Council  Coordinator  Hui  asked  Council 
Members  for  their  ideas  on  how  to  celebrate  Earth  Day  on  April  1 9 that  would  be  discussed  at  the 
April  1 Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting.

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Landmark  Tree  Committee  Chair  Hillson  read  into  the  record  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee’s 
Findings  Summary  Report  from  the  May  1 , 201 4 Committee  meeting  summarizing  the  Committee’s 
decision-making  process  for  making  a recommendation  for  landmark  tree  status  of  the  Giant 
Sequoia  at  3066  Market  Street.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  had  voted  3-2  in  favor  of 
forwarding  a recommendation  approving  landmark  status  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Committee  Members  voting  in  favor  and  those  opposed  to  landmark  designation  discussed 
evaluation  criteria  considered  in  making  their  decision.  Council  members  held  a discussion. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Gary  Weiss,  President,  Corbett  Heights  Neighbors,  speaking  in  support  of  landmark  tree 
designation,  provided  a petition  with  96  neighbors  in  support  and  an  arborist  report  on  the 
attributes  of  the  tree.  He  cited  the  tree’s  dense  canopy,  good  health,  structure,  aesthetics, 
historical  significance,  rarity,  location,  and  wildlife  habitat  as  reasons  for  approving  landmark 
designation. 

Mr.  Alan  Beach-Nelson,  Castro  Eureka  Valley  Neighborhood  Association,  representing  500 
neighbors  and  business  owners,  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation  citing  the  tree’s  rarity, 
cultural  significance,  neighborhood  significance,  environmental  impact,  health,  and  visibility. 

Ms.  Leslie  Koelsch,  Corbett  Heights  Neighbors,  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation, 
discussing  the  tree’s  historical  significance. 

Mr.  John  Koelsch,  Corbett  Street  resident,  adjacent  property  owner,  spoke  in  support  of  landmark 
designation,  discussing  the  tree’s  historical  significance,  physical  and  aesthetic  attributes,  wildlife 
habitat,  rarity,  environmental  and  cultural  characteristics,  and  asset  to  the  property.  He  stated 
that  landmark  designation  of  this  tree  would  be  based  on  the  attributes  of  the  tree  and  not  an 
abuse  of  the  Landmark  Tree  Ordinance  as  a way  to  save  a tree,  citing  a reference  made  by  a 
Council  Member  opposing  landmark  designation. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation.  She  stated  that  she  is  a member  of 
PROSAC  and  is  familiar  with  qualities  people  value  in  their  open  spaces.  She  cited  the  tree’s  large 
size,  natural  beauty,  community  support  and  appreciation  as  evidenced  by  the  petition  and 
personal  testimony  of  two  neighborhood  associations,  visual  significance,  and  prominence  as  the 
criteria  for  meeting  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the  Landmark  Tree  Ordinance. 

Ms.  Susan  Cox  spoke  in  support  of  saving  the  Sequoia  tree.  She  stated  that  the  tree  reduces 
carbon  dioxide,  intercepts  stormwater,  and  is  a thriving  healthy  magnificent  75  year  old  tree.  Ms. 
Cox  spoke  of  her  concern  that  green  space  is  being  lost  with  city  urbanization. 

Mr.  Ian  Burke  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation.  He  questioned  the  comparison  made  by 
a Council  Member  with  park  trees  that  he  believes  will  always  overshadow  privately  owned  trees 
and  would  result  in  rarely  qualifying  any  tree  on  public  property  for  landmark  status.  He  cited  the 
strong  neighborhood  support  in  favor  of  landmark  tree  status  and  spoke  of  his  concern  that  the 
tree  would  be  removed  by  the  property  owner. 

Mr.  Mark  Ryser  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation  citing  arborist  reports  indicating  that  the 
tree  is  uncommon,  its  physical  attributes,  historical  significance,  visibility,  prominence,  cultural 
significance,  neighborhood  appreciation,  and  asset  to  the  neighborhood.  He  cited  the  petition 
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of  96  neighborhood  supporters  and  stated  that  this  tree  meets  the  criteria  necessary  for  landmark 
tree  designation. 

Chair  Flanagan  motioned  to  approve  the  Resolution  recommending  approval  of  landmark  tree 
designation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  second  by  Member  Hillson  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan, 
Hillson,  Kida  and  Swae;  Noes:  Members  Short,  Hillan,  Leffingwell,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members 
Most  and  Sherwin).  The  Motion  was  not  approved  for  recommendation  with  a 4-4  vote.  The 
Council  will  be  forwarding  a “Without  Recommendation”  for  landmark  designation  decision  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Item  6 was  heard  before  Item  5.

Member  Swae  reported  that  a final  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan  is  now  available  and  reported  on 
key  changes  to  the  Final  Plan.  Fie  discussed  work  that  had  been  accomplished  working  with  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council,  Department  of  Public  Works,  City  agencies,  the  public,  and  organizations 
on  finalizing  the  Plan.  Member  Swae  reported  that  there  had  been  a public  open  house  and 
public  comment  period,  and  that  edits  had  been  made  to  the  Draft  Plan  based  on  feedback 
received.  Fie  recommended  endorsement  of  the  Plan  so  it  can  move  forward  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  Planning  Commission  for  approval. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Denise  Louie,  California  Native  Plant  Society  member,  shared  her 
experience  and  knowledge  about  trees  and  shrubs  in  San  Francisco.  She  stated  that  the  only  two 
trees  that  are  native  to  San  Francisco  are  the  Coast  Live  Oak  and  California  Buckeye  that  along 
with  other  native  plants  evolved  here  to  withstand  the  heat  of  the  dry  seasons.  Ms.  Louie 
suggested  that  the  pampas  grass  in  front  of  the  Conservatory  of  Flowers  be  replaced  with  Toyan. 
She  suggested  that  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  should  include  and  promote  the  use  of  more  native 
plants.

Member  Swae  reported  that  Presidio  Graduate  School  students  have  been  working  with  the 
Planning,  Public  Works,  and  Recreation  and  Park  Departments  on  a recommendation  made  in 
the  Urban  Forest  Plan  to  develop  findings  on  how  to  manage  trees  throughout  their  life  cycle. 
Presidio  Graduate  students  Jonathan  Dirrenberger,  Cheryl  Dorsey,  Ryan  Miller  and  Sonia  O'Claire 
presented  a “San  Francisco  Urban  Forest  Wood  Re-Use  Study”  prepared  for  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department.  A presentation  was  given  introducing  the  Presidio  team,  reporting  on 
project  scope,  methodology,  case  studies,  current  state  of  re-use,  stakeholders,  urban  tree  end  of 
life  wood  products  and  value,  process  for  urban  tree  wood  re-use,  gross  and  net  system 
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greenhouse  gas  emissions,  best  options,  demand  and  financial  value,  recommendations,  and 
barriers  to  implementation.  Council  Members  Ginsburg  and  Short  provided  input  and  held  a 
discussion.

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Landmark  Tree  Committee  Chair  Hillson  read  into  the  record  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee’s 
Findings  Summary  Report  from  the  May  1 , 201 4 Committee  meeting  summarizing  the  Committee’s 
decision-making  process  for  making  a recommendation  for  landmark  tree  status  of  the  Giant 
Sequoia  at  3066  Market  Street.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  had  voted  3-2  in  favor  of 
forwarding  a recommendation  approving  landmark  status  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Committee  Members  voting  in  favor  and  those  opposed  to  landmark  designation  discussed 
evaluation  criteria  considered  in  making  their  decision.  Council  members  held  a discussion. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Gary  Weiss,  President,  Corbett  Heights  Neighbors,  speaking  in  support  of  landmark  tree 
designation,  provided  a petition  with  96  neighbors  in  support  and  an  arborist  report  on  the 
attributes  of  the  tree.  He  cited  the  tree’s  dense  canopy,  good  health,  structure,  aesthetics, 
historical  significance,  rarity,  location,  and  wildlife  habitat  as  reasons  for  approving  landmark 
designation. 

Mr.  Alan  Beach-Nelson,  Castro  Eureka  Valley  Neighborhood  Association,  representing  500 
neighbors  and  business  owners,  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation  citing  the  tree's  rarity, 
cultural  significance,  neighborhood  significance,  environmental  impact,  health,  and  visibility. 

Ms.  Leslie  Koelsch,  Corbett  Heights  Neighbors,  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation, 
discussing  the  tree’s  historical  significance. 

Mr.  John  Koelsch,  Corbett  Street  resident,  adjacent  property  owner,  spoke  in  support  of  landmark 
designation,  discussing  the  tree’s  historical  significance,  physical  and  aesthetic  attributes,  wildlife 
habitat,  rarity,  environmental  and  cultural  characteristics,  and  asset  to  the  property.  He  stated 
that  landmark  designation  of  this  tree  would  be  based  on  the  attributes  of  the  tree  and  not  an 
abuse  of  the  Landmark  Tree  Ordinance  as  a way  to  save  a tree,  citing  a reference  made  by  a 
Council  Member  opposing  landmark  designation. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation.  She  stated  that  she  is  a member  of 
PROSAC  and  is  familiar  with  qualities  people  value  in  their  open  spaces.  She  cited  the  tree’s  large 
size,  natural  beauty,  community  support  and  appreciation  as  evidenced  by  the  petition  and 
personal  testimony  of  two  neighborhood  associations,  visual  significance,  and  prominence  as  the 
criteria  for  meeting  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the  Landmark  Tree  Ordinance. 

Ms.  Susan  Cox  spoke  in  support  of  saving  the  Sequoia  tree.  She  stated  that  the  tree  reduces 
carbon  dioxide,  intercepts  stormwater,  and  is  a thriving  healthy  magnificent  75  year  old  tree.  Ms. 
Cox  spoke  of  her  concern  that  green  space  is  being  lost  with  city  urbanization. 

Mr.  Ian  Burke  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation.  He  questioned  the  comparison  made  by 
a Council  Member  with  park  trees  that  he  believes  will  always  overshadow  privately  owned  trees 
and  would  result  in  rarely  qualifying  any  tree  on  public  property  for  landmark  status.  He  cited  the 
strong  neighborhood  support  in  favor  of  landmark  tree  status  and  spoke  of  his  concern  that  the 
tree  would  be  removed  by  the  property  owner. 

Mr.  Mark  Ryser  spoke  in  support  of  landmark  designation  citing  arborist  reports  indicating  that  the 
tree  is  uncommon,  its  physical  attributes,  historical  significance,  visibility,  prominence,  cultural 
significance,  neighborhood  appreciation,  and  asset  to  the  neighborhood.  He  cited  the  petition 
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of  96  neighborhood  supporters  and  stated  that  this  tree  meets  the  criteria  necessary  for  landmark 
tree  designation. 

Chair  Flanagan  motioned  to  approve  the  Resolution  recommending  approval  of  landmark  tree 
designation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  second  by  Member  Hillson  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan, 
Hillson,  Kida  and  Swae;  Noes:  Members  Short,  Hillan,  Leffingwell,  and  Sullivan;  Absent:  Members 
Most  and  Sherwin).  The  Motion  was  not  approved  for  recommendation  with  a 4-4  vote.  The 
Council  will  be  forwarding  a “Without  Recommendation"  for  landmark  designation  decision  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Council  members 
will  be  hearing  from  urban  forest  managers  and  stakeholders  on  consideration  of  Best 
Management  Practices  to  improve  the  health  of  San  Francisco’s  mature  and  historic  tree  stands.

Stewards;  Joe  McBride,  UC  Berkeley;  Peter  Ehrlich,  Presidio  Trust;  Lou  Stringer,  Presidio  Trust;  Noreen 
Weeden  and  Roy  Leggitt,  Golden  Gate  Audubon  Society;  Igor  Lacan,  UC  Cooperative  Extension 
(Informational  Presentations  and  Discussion) 

Chair  Flanagan  announced  that  Mr.  Joe  McBride  and  Mr.  Igor  Lacan’s  presentations  would  be 
heard  at  the  July  25  Council  meeting.  He  reported  that  this  agenda  topic  is  the  first  of  two 
meetings  to  inform  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  on  Best  Management  Practices  facing  the  urban 
forest  and  to  assist  in  the  Council’s  major  goal  to  become  more  relevant  to  the  City,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  Mayor  on  issues  facing  San  Francisco’s  urban  forest.  The  Council  will  then  identify 
Best  Management  Practices  to  consider  adopting  in  the  fall. 
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Ms.  Rupa  Bose,  Save  Sutro,  discussed  Mt.  Sutro's  cloud  forest,  its  location  in  San  Francisco, 
aesthethics,  neighborhood  appreciation,  ecosystem  services  provided,  and  ownership  of  Mt. 

Sutro  by  UCSF  and  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department.  She  discussed  UCSF's  2013 
Draft  Environment  Impact  Reports  and  the  Revised  Plan  to  fell  4000  of  the  45000  trees  in  the  forest 
due  to  what  they  consider  to  be  potential  safety  and  fire  hazards  and  what  Save  Sutro  and  other 
community  members  are  opposed  to  in  the  Plan. 

Mr.  Craig  Dawson,  Sutro  Stewards,  reported  that  he  has  worked  on  management  plans  for  the  Mt. 
Sutro  Forest  and  discussed  community  outreach  on  the  development  of  the  2001  Management 
Plan  by  EDAW.  He  reported  that  UCSF  in  2013  responded  to  the  EDAW  Plan  by  publishing  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report.  Mr.  Dawson  presented  pictures  of  unhealthy  tree  canopies  in 
portions  of  Sutro  Forest  taken  in  2014  and  discussed  the  importance  of  training  in  distinguishing 
between  healthy  and  unhealthy  trees.  He  Dawson  discussed  the  many  issues  facing  the  forest 
such  as  drought,  pests  disease,  and  fungus  and  presented  trees  leaves  eaten  by  pests.  He 
recommended  that  Sutro  Forest  be  thinned  and  diversified. 

Mr.  Peter  Ehrlich,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  discussed  the  significance  of  Golden  Gate  Park  and 
the  Presidio  in  San  Francisco’s  history  and  habitat  that  the  park  and  forest  provide  for  City  wildlife. 
He  presented  on  the  bird  population  and  herp  life  that  can  be  found  in  the  Presidio,  Presidio 
territories,  Presidio  Vegetation  and  Risk  Management  Plans,  and  the  reforestation  program.  A 
discussion  was  held  on  Presidio  nesting  sites  and  phenology,  reproduction,  branching  and 
fledgling,  raptor  rescue,  and  the  good  health  of  the  eucalyptus  forest  as  opposed  to  the 
declining  pine  forest  in  the  Presidio.  Mr.  Ehrlich  reported  that  there  is  a phased  approach  over  the 
next  65  years  to  replace  the  forest  and  discussed  plans  to  add  a Wildlife  Plan. 

Mr.  Lou  Stringer,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  Supervisory  Restoration  Ecologist,  reported  on  Presidio 
forest  understory  pilot  projects  and  invasive  species  control  in  those  areas.  Topics  of  discussion 
included  the  Presidio  today;  urban  forest  benefits,  management  of  aging  forests  for  health, 
structure,  and  longevity;  concerns  regarding  local  and  migratory  wildlife;  and  understory 
management.  Mr.  Stringer  reported  on  Presidio’s  Vegetation  Management  Plan  goals  and 
recommendations  and  Environmental  Assessment.  A discussion  was  held  on  the  Presidio  initiative 
to  control  English  Ivy  citing  methods,  costs,  and  ways  to  reduce  costs.  Plans  are  to  plant  for 
diversification  and  to  work  out  best  management  practices. 

Ms.  Noreen  Weeden,  Golden  Gate  Audubon,  reported  on  Golden  Gate  Audubon's  goal  to 
protect  the  native  bird  population  and  their  habitat.  She  discussed  San  Francisco's  400  bird 
species,  some  of  which  have  adapted  to  urban  life  and  others  that  migrate  through  the  city.  She 
reported  that  there  are  over  103  nesting  species  that  can  be  found  in  San  Francisco  discussing 
when  birds  nest  and  breeding  bird  surveys.  Ms.  Weeden  discussed  how  birds  depend  on  healthy 
trees  and  other  wildlife  or  insects  that  live  within  the  trees  for  survival.  A discussion  was  held  on 
bird  protection  laws  that  were  created  due  to  a decline  in  many  bird  species  and  resources  for 
law  enforcement. 

Mr.  Roy  Leggitt,  arborist,  Golden  Gate  Audubon  member,  reported  on  state  laws  that  require  that 
birds  be  protected  when  they  are  pruned.  He  discussed  how  trees  should  be  maintained  to 
protect  habitat  and  steps  to  take  when  birds  are  disturbed  or  harmed. 
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Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Mary  McAllister  questioned  how  much  moisture  there  is  in  the  soil  on  Mt.  Sutro.  She  discussed 
the  survey  of  ant  populations  in  twenty-four  of  the  natural  areas  in  San  Francisco  including  the 
Interior  Greenbelt  that  found  that  there  was  more  moisture  in  the  soil  in  the  Interior  Greenbelt  than 
in  any  other  natural  areas  that  were  studied.  She  spoke  in  support  of  UCSF’s  commitment  to 
reducing  herbicide  use  in  their  Review  Plan.  Ms.  McAllister  reported  that  a survey  administered  by 
the  California  Invasive  Plant  Council  on  methods  that  plant  managers  use  to  control  invasive 
plants  on  their  properties  showed  that  ninety-four  percent  use  herbicides,  ten  percent  said  they 
use  them  always,  and  sixty-two  percent  use  them  frequently.  She  stated  that  many  non-native 
trees  that  are  being  destroyed  are  able  to  re-sprout  unless  they  are  poisoned  repeatedly  with 
herbicides,  citing  UC  Berkeley’s  use  of  herbicides  for  this  purpose.  She  suggested  that  an  expert 
be  asked  to  discuss  herbicides  and  their  toxicity. 

Ms.  Carolyn  Johnston  questioned  the  validity  of  comments  made  by  UCSF  and  other  land 
managers  that  say  that  trees  should  be  cut  down  because  they  are  hazards.  She  reported  on  a 
request  that  UCSF  had  made  to  the  Fire  Department  for  a letter  indicating  that  trees  should  be 
cut  down  without  an  inspection  being  made.  Ms.  Johnston  reported  that  PG&E  is  doing  tree 
cutting  in  Stern  Grove  during  nesting  season,  stating  that  land  managers  need  to  be  told  not  to 
do  tree  cutting  during  nesting  season  unless  there  is  an  emergency.  She  asked  that  existing  trees 
not  be  removed  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a native  plant  gardenm  and  that  these  gardens 
should  be  put  in  places  where  there  are  no  trees.

Draft  Environment  Impact  Reports  and  the  Revised  Plan  to  fell  4000  of  the  45000  trees  in  the  forest 
due  to  what  they  consider  to  be  potential  safety  and  fire  hazards  and  what  Save  Sutro  and  other 
community  members  are  opposed  to  in  the  Plan.  She  referred  to  an  article  by  the  Sutro  Stewards 
that  alleged  that  the  forest  was  dying.  She  presented  a picture  of  a healthy  forest  canopy  taken 
just  a few  days  earlier  and  said  it  was  representative  of  most  of  Sutro  Forest.  She  also  said  that 
experts  who  had  looked  at  the  Stewards'  article  did  not  consider  it  as  indicating  any  serious 
problem  in  the  forest. 

Mr.  Craig  Dawson,  Sutro  Stewards,  reported  that  he  has  worked  on  management  plans  for  the  Mt. 
Sutro  Forest  and  discussed  community  outreach  on  the  development  of  the  2001  Management 
Plan  by  EDAW.  He  reported  that  UCSF  in  2013  responded  to  the  EDAW  Plan  by  publishing  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report.  Mr.  Dawson  presented  pictures  of  unhealthy  tree  canopies  in 
portions  of  Sutro  Forest  taken  in  201 4 and  discussed  the  importance  of  training  in  distinguishing 
between  healthy  and  unhealthy  trees.  He  Dawson  discussed  the  many  issues  facing  the  forest 
such  as  drought,  pests  disease,  and  fungus  and  presented  trees  leaves  eaten  by  pests.  He 
recommended  that  Sutro  Forest  be  thinned  and  diversified. 

Mr.  Peter  Ehrlich,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  discussed  the  significance  of  Golden  Gate  Park  and 
the  Presidio  in  San  Francisco’s  history  and  habitat  that  the  park  and  forest  provide  for  City  wildlife. 
He  presented  on  the  bird  population  and  herp  life  that  can  be  found  in  the  Presidio,  Presidio 
territories,  Presidio  Vegetation  and  Risk  Management  Plans,  and  the  reforestation  program.  A 
discussion  was  held  on  Presidio  nesting  sites  and  phenology,  reproduction,  branching  and 
fledgling,  raptor  rescue,  and  the  good  health  of  the  eucalyptus  forest  as  opposed  to  the 
declining  pine  forest  in  the  Presidio.  Mr.  Ehrlich  reported  that  there  is  a phased  approach  over  the 
next  65  years  to  replace  the  forest  and  discussed  plans  to  add  a Wildlife  Plan. 

Mr.  Lou  Stringer,  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  Supervisory  Restoration  Ecologist,  reported  on  Presidio 
forest  understory  pilot  projects  and  invasive  species  control  in  those  areas.  Topics  of  discussion 
included  the  Presidio  today;  urban  forest  benefits,  management  of  aging  forests  for  health, 
structure,  and  longevity;  concerns  regarding  local  and  migratory  wildlife;  and  understory 
management.  Mr.  Stringer  reported  on  Presidio’s  Vegetation  Management  Plan  goals  and 
recommendations  and  Environmental  Assessment.  A discussion  was  held  on  the  Presidio  initiative 
to  control  English  Ivy  citing  methods,  costs,  and  ways  to  reduce  costs.  Plans  are  to  plant  for 
diversification  and  to  work  out  best  management  practices. 

Ms.  Noreen  Weeden,  Golden  Gate  Audubon,  reported  on  Golden  Gate  Audubon's  goal  to 
protect  the  native  bird  population  and  their  habitat.  She  discussed  San  Francisco’s  400  bird 
species,  some  of  which  have  adapted  to  urban  life  and  others  that  migrate  through  the  city.  She 
reported  that  there  are  over  103  nesting  species  that  can  be  found  in  San  Francisco  discussing 
when  birds  nest  and  breeding  bird  surveys.  Ms.  Weeden  discussed  how  birds  depend  on  healthy 
trees  and  other  wildlife  or  insects  that  live  within  the  trees  for  survival.  A discussion  was  held  on 
bird  protection  laws  that  were  created  due  to  a decline  in  many  bird  species  and  resources  for 
law  enforcement. 

Mr.  Roy  Leggitt,  arborist,  Golden  Gate  Audubon  member,  reported  on  state  laws  that  require  that 
birds  be  protected  when  they  are  pruned.  He  discussed  how  trees  should  be  maintained  to 
protect  habitat  and  steps  to  take  when  birds  are  disturbed  or  harmed. 
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Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Mary  McAllister  questioned  how  much  moisture  there  is  in  the  soil  on  Mt.  Sutro.  She  discussed 
the  survey  of  ant  populations  in  twenty-four  of  the  natural  areas  in  San  Francisco  including  the 
Interior  Greenbelt  that  found  that  there  was  more  moisture  in  the  soil  in  the  Interior  Greenbelt  than 
in  any  other  natural  areas  that  were  studied.  She  spoke  in  support  of  UCSF’s  commitment  to 
reducing  herbicide  use  in  their  Review  Plan.  Ms.  McAllister  reported  that  a survey  administered  by 
the  California  Invasive  Plant  Council  on  methods  that  plant  managers  use  to  control  invasive 
plants  on  their  properties  showed  that  ninety-four  percent  use  herbicides,  ten  percent  said  they 
use  them  always,  and  sixty-two  percent  use  them  frequently.  She  stated  that  many  non-native 
trees  that  are  being  destroyed  are  able  to  re-sprout  unless  they  are  poisoned  repeatedly  with 
herbicides,  citing  UC  Berkeley’s  use  of  herbicides  for  this  purpose.  She  suggested  that  an  expert 
be  asked  to  discuss  herbicides  and  their  toxicity. 

Ms.  Carolyn  Johnston  questioned  the  validity  of  comments  made  by  UCSF  and  other  land 
managers  that  say  that  trees  should  be  cut  down  because  they  are  hazards.  She  reported  on  a 
request  that  UCSF  had  made  to  the  Fire  Department  requesting  a letter  indicating  that  trees 
should  be  cut  down  without  an  inspection  being  made.  Ms.  Johnston  reported  that  PG&E  is 
doing  tree  cutting  in  Stern  Grove  during  nesting  season,  stating  that  land  managers  need  to  be 
told  not  to  do  tree  cutting  during  nesting  season  unless  there  is  an  emergency.  She  asked  that 
existing  trees  not  be  removed  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a native  plant  garden  and  that  these 
gardens  should  be  put  in  places  where  there  are  no  trees.  Ms.  Johnston  referred  to  Mr.  Lou 
Stringer's  statement  that  it  cost  $22,000  per  acre  to  remove  non-native  plants  at  the  Mountain 
Lake  site,  even  after  the  goats  (which  were  provided  at  no  cost),  had  removed  a great  deal  of 
vegetation.

Member  Kida  reported  that  he  works  for  PG&E,  and  that  PG&E  performs  bird  nesting  surveys  and 
has  a Migratory  Bird  Procedure  that  instructs  workers  not  to  work  on  trees  that  have  an  active 
nest.  He  will  follow  up  with  staff  that  manage  that  area  in  Stern  Grove  and  will  report  back. 
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9.  New  Business/Future  Agenda  Items.  (Information  and  Discussion) 

Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  the  Deputy  City  Attorney  is  working  on  Urban  Forestry 
Council  recommended  amendments  to  membership,  and  that  legislation  may  be  sponsored  by 
Supervisor  Weiner.

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern  spoke  in  opposition  to  (1)  the  Natural  Areas  Program  (NAP)  use  of 
herbicides  and  plans  to  remove  18,448  healthy  mature  trees  in  San  Francisco;  and  (2)  the  change 
in  the  Urban  Forest  Plan's  goal  from  increasing  the  city  tree  canopy  by  25  percent  citywide  to  50 
percent  for  street  trees  only.  She  stated  that  she  hopes  that  the  Plan  has  not  been  influenced  by 
the  NAP  who  believes  that  native  trees  should  be  restored  and  what  they  consider  to  be  invasive 
plants  eliminated.  Ms.  Glikshtern  referenced  an  opinion  by  Professor  of  Evolution  and  Ecology  at 
U.C.  Davis  Arthur  Shapiro  on  the  Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas  Management  Plan  and  native 
and  invasive  species.  She  stated  that  the  United  States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  announced  a 
new  interpretation  of  the  Endangered  Species  Act  as  it  refers  to  native  landscape  and  animals. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose  spoke  of  her  concern  with  the  SNRAMP,  which  calls  eucalyptus  "invasive."  The 
following  comments  were  provided:  "The  management  plan  for  our  Natural  Areas  will  become 
the  paradigm  for  management  of  all  San  Francisco  open  spaces  under  the  recently  approved 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element.  It  assumes  that  "invasive"  eucalyptus  trees  should  be 
removed  and  replaced  by  native  shrubs  and  grasses.  Yet,  in  fact,  even  invasion  biologists  don't 
agree  that  eucalyptus  globulus  should  be  considered  as  an  invasive.  Flere's  Dr.  Marcel 
Rejmanek's  statement  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  Biological  Invasions  (Univ.  of  CA,  2011),  edited  by 
prominent  invasion  biologist  Daniel  Simberloff  and  Rejmanek:  "they  [eucalyptus]  have  been  orders 
of  magnitude  less  successful  as  invaders  than  pines  and  several  other  widely  planted  trees, 
including  many  flesh-fruiting  trees...  Where  eucalypts  have  invaded  they  have  very  seldom 
spread  considerable  distances  from  planting  sites  and  their  regeneration  is  frequently  sporadic.” 

Mr.  Matt  O’Grady,  CEO,  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance,  stated  that  he  has  read  the  Natural  Areas 
Program  and  its  related  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  and  does  not  recall  any  reference  to 
eucalyptus  trees  as  an  invasive  species.

Presentations  were  heard  on  the  mature  and  historic  tree  stands  Best  Management  Practices  and 
Council  Members  held  a discussion.  Presentation  speakers  included:

San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance  Representative,  Dee  Seligman  on  “Recommendations  for  Urban 
Forests  in  Natural  Areas.” 

Cal-IPC:  Doug  Johnson  on  “Urban  Trees  and  Invasive  Plants” 

Hillson  Conservation  Network,  Dan  Grassetti,  on  issues  of  fire  and  widespread  destruction  of  trees. 

UC  Cooperative  Extension,  Igor  Lacan  on  “Aging  and  Historic  Tree  Stands" 

UC  Berkeley:  Professor  Emeritus  Joe  McBride  on  "Values  of  Older  Forest  Stands." 

UCSF,  Director  UCSF  Campus  Life  Services,  Marie  Mann  on  “Mount  Sutro  Open  Space  Reserve 
Operations  and  Maintenance  of  Forests” 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Caroline  Johnston,  San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance,  discussed  the  importance  of  having  clear 
goals  to  guide  the  management  of  the  urban  forest  and  spoke  in  opposition  to  what  she  stated  is 
the  Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas  Management  Plan  (SNRAMP)  goals  for  native  plant 
restoration.  She  stated  that  native  plant  restoration  is  a worthwhile  goal  but  not  in  urban  forests, 
and  suggested  that  SNRAMP  should  manage  the  areas  that  are  not  currently  forested. 

Ms.  Denise  Louie,  Volunteer,  Recreation  and  Park  Department  Natural  Areas  Program,  discussed 
terminology  and  human  interpretation  of  what  is  a natural  setting,  a forest  and  nature.  She  stated 
that  the  Natural  Areas  Program  thinks  of  a natural  area  as  one  that  has  a lot  of  native  species, 
native  plants,  and  wildlife  that  co  evolved  in  the  place  originally.  Ms.  Louie  stated  that  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  has  a wealth  of  native  species  that  are  at  risk  of  extinction  due  to  human 
activity.  She  stated  that  the  eucalyptus  does  not  support  biodiversity  and  is  not  suitable  for 
drought  conditions.  Ms.  Louie  encouraged  the  City  to  look  at  eucalyptus  trees  that  have  been 
stressed  by  repeated  years  of  drought  and  request  funding  to  manage  the  trees. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose  for  Save  Sutro,  stated  that  she  appreciates  the  work  of  Marie  Munn  and  her  team 
in  keeping  the  forest  accessible  and  safe.  Comments  provided  included:  "This  forest  gets  more 
maintenance  than  many  others  in  San  Francisco.  I commend  UCSF  for  using  no  herbicides  in  the 
forest  since  2008,  and  committing  not  to  use  any  going  forward.  I also  walk  in  the  forest  at  all 
hours,  and  have  never  felt  unsafe  there.  That  said,  I have  concerns  about  the  fire  safety  work 


they  performed  last  year,  removing  understory  and  small  trees.  This  dried  out  parts  of  the  forest 
and  increased  the  fire  hazard.  Some  areas  are  not  so  affected  and  recover  and  green  out.  But  in 
the  drier  parts  of  the  forest,  and  on  steep  slopes,  it  can  have  the  effect  of  drying  out  the  forest 
and  damaging  trees.  It  would  be  good  in  UCSF  reconsidered  these  actions  going  forward  in  view 
of  the  microclimate  of  the  area." 

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern  spoke  about  what  she  feels  are  bad  management  practices  at  Mt. 
Davidson  opposing  the  replacement  of  the  forest  with  native  forest,  grasslands,  and  scrub.  She 
suggested  that  goals  should  be  reassessed.  Ms.  Glikshtern  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  Natural 
Areas  Program  cutting  down  a large  amount  of  trees  and  their  use  of  herbicide  to  destroy 
vegetation.  She  discussed  her  opposition  to  plans  to  cut  down  82  percent  of  trees  on  Mt. 
Davidson  and  the  safety  and  health  risks  due  to  the  use  of  herbicides  in  that  location.

The  201 4 Urban  Forestry  Council  Annual  Report  was  presented  to  the  Council  for  review  and 
discussion.  Upon  Motion  by  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Flillson,  the  2014  Urban  Forestry 
Council  Annual  Report  was  approved  with  amendments  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Short,  Hillan, 
Flillson,  Leffingwell,  Sherwin,  Sullivan,  and  Swae;  Absent:  Members  Kida  and  Sullivan). 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  suggested  making  the  data  in  the  Annual  Report  more  intelligible  for  the 
average  person  in  San  Francisco  by  creating  a chart  that  indicates  last  years'  increases  and 
decreases  of  trees  planted  and  removed  along  with  percentages  instead  of  having  numbers  in 
two  different  locations. 

9.  Committee  Reports:  (Informational  Reports  and  Discussion) 

Planning  & Policy  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Council  Coordinator  Hui  reported  that  the  Planning 
and  Policy  Committee  reviewed  the  Annual  Report  and  discussed  plans  for  the  upcoming 
quarter.  The  Committee  may  be  hearing  a presentation  on  the  Better  Market  Street  Plan  at  the 
next  meeting. 

Funding  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  No  report  was  provided  since  the  last  meeting  was 
cancelled. 

Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Committee  Chair  Rose  Hlllson  reported  that 
the  Sequoia  giganteum  tree  was  approved  for  landmark  tree  status  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
at  their  first  reading.  She  reported  that  there  would  be  a potential  meeting  in  November  for  a 
new  nomination  for  a Holly  tree  and  to  continue  discussion  of  landmark  tree  markers. 

10.  Staff  Report.  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion)  Council  Coordinator  Mei  Ling  Hui  reported  on 
the  holdover  and  application  process  to  renew  Council  membership  as  member  terms  are  due  to 
expire  on  November  18.  She  reported  that  Urban  Forestry  Council  Ordinance  amendments  for 
member  seats  and  meeting  schedule  requirements  have  been  introduced  at  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Information  was  provided  on  the  California  CalFire  Community  Grant,  status  of  the 
Sequoia  landmark  nomination  that  will  be  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Consent  Calendar  Tuesday, 
September  30,  and  the  U.S.  Conference  of  Mayors  in  San  Francisco  in  June  2015. 

11.  Chair's  Announcements:  Chair,  Urban  Forestry  Council  (Information  and  Discussion).  There  were 
no  Chair's  announcements  made  at  this  time.

the  NAP  who  believes  that  native  trees  should  be  restored  and  what  they  consider  to  be  invasive 
plants  eliminated.  Ms.  Glikshtern  referenced  an  opinion  by  Professor  of  Evolution  and  Ecology  at 
U.C.  Davis  Arthur  Shapiro  on  the  Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas  Management  Plan  and  native 
and  invasive  species.  She  stated  that  the  United  States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  announced  a 
new  interpretation  of  the  Endangered  Species  Act  as  it  refers  to  native  landscape  and  animals. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose  spoke  of  her  concern  with  the  SNRAMP,  which  calls  eucalyptus  "invasive."  The 
following  comments  were  provided:  “The  management  plan  for  our  Natural  Areas  will  become 
the  paradigm  for  management  of  all  San  Francisco  open  spaces  under  the  recently  approved 
Recreation  and  Open  Space  Element.  It  assumes  that  "invasive"  eucalyptus  trees  should  be 
removed  and  replaced  by  native  shrubs  and  grasses.  Yet,  in  fact,  even  invasion  biologists  don't 
agree  that  eucalyptus  globulus  should  be  considered  as  an  invasive.  Here's  Dr.  Marcel 
Rejmanek's  statement  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  Biological  Invasions  (Univ.  of  CA,  201 1),  edited  by 
prominent  invasion  biologist  Daniel  Simberloff  and  Rejmanek:  "they  [eucalyptus]  have  been  orders 
of  magnitude  less  successful  as  invaders  than  pines  and  several  other  widely  planted  trees, 
including  many  flesh-fruiting  trees...  Where  eucalypts  have  invaded  they  have  very  seldom 
spread  considerable  distances  from  planting  sites  and  their  regeneration  is  frequently  sporadic." 

Mr.  Matt  O’Grady,  CEO,  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance,  stated  that  he  has  read  the  Natural  Areas 
Program  and  its  related  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  and  does  not  recall  any  reference  to 
eucalyptus  trees  as  an  invasive  species.

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Caroline  Johnston,  San  Francisco  Forest  Alliance,  discussed  the  importance  of  having  clear 
goals  to  guide  the  management  of  the  urban  forest  and  spoke  in  opposition  to  what  she  stated  is 
the  Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas  Management  Plan  (SNRAMP)  goals  for  native  plant 
restoration.  She  stated  that  native  plant  restoration  is  a worthwhile  goal  but  not  in  urban  forests, 
and  suggested  that  SNRAMP  should  manage  the  areas  that  are  not  currently  forested. 

Ms.  Denise  Louie,  Volunteer,  Recreation  and  Park  Department  Natural  Areas  Program,  discussed 
terminology  and  human  interpretation  of  what  is  a natural  setting,  a forest  and  nature.  She  stated 
that  the  Natural  Areas  Program  thinks  of  a natural  area  as  one  that  has  a lot  of  native  species, 
native  plants,  and  wildlife  that  co  evolved  in  the  place  originally.  Ms.  Louie  stated  that  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  has  a wealth  of  native  species  that  are  at  risk  of  extinction  due  to  human 
activity.  She  stated  that  the  eucalyptus  does  not  support  biodiversity  and  is  not  suitable  for 
drought  conditions.  Ms.  Louie  encouraged  the  City  to  look  at  eucalyptus  trees  that  have  been 
stressed  by  repeated  years  of  drought  and  request  funding  to  manage  the  trees. 
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Ms.  Rupa  Bose  for  Save  Sutro,  stated  that  she  appreciates  the  work  of  Marie  Munn  and  her  team 
in  keeping  the  forest  accessible  and  safe.  Comments  provided  included:  “This  forest  gets  more 
maintenance  than  many  others  in  San  Francisco.  I commend  UCSF  for  using  no  herbicides  in  the 
forest  since  2008,  and  committing  not  to  use  any  going  forward.  I also  walk  in  the  forest  at  all 
hours,  and  have  never  felt  unsafe  there.  That  said,  I have  concerns  about  the  fire  safety  work 
they  performed  last  year,  removing  understory  and  small  trees.  This  dried  out  parts  of  the  forest 
and  increased  the  fire  hazard.  Some  areas  are  not  so  affected  and  recover  and  green  out.  But  in 
the  drier  parts  of  the  forest,  and  on  steep  slopes,  it  can  have  the  effect  of  drying  out  the  forest 
and  damaging  trees.  It  would  be  good  in  UCSF  reconsidered  these  actions  going  forward  in  view 
of  the  microclimate  of  the  area.” 

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern  spoke  about  what  she  feels  are  bad  management  practices  at  Mt. 
Davidson  opposing  the  replacement  of  the  forest  with  native  forest,  grasslands,  and  scrub.  She 
suggested  that  goals  should  be  reassessed.  Ms.  Glikshtern  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  Natural 
Areas  Program  cutting  down  a large  amount  of  trees  and  their  use  of  herbicide  to  destroy 
vegetation.  She  discussed  her  opposition  to  plans  to  cut  down  82  percent  of  trees  on  Mt. 
Davidson  and  the  safety  and  health  risks  due  to  the  use  of  herbicides  in  that  location.

Council  Member  Alvarez  requested  that  the  meeting  include  a discussion  on  selection  of  a 
location  for  the  Rosa  Parks  landmark  tree. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  Sustainability  Chair,  San  Francisco  Green  Party;  Our  City,  spoke 
in  support  of  the  Van  Ness  BRT  project.  He  asked  that  palms  not  be  included  in  tree  selection  and 
suggested  planting  Lagunaria  as  a way  to  increase  the  aesthetic  value  of  Van  Ness  Avenue, 
public  appreciation,  and  habitat  value.  He  spoke  of  the  importance  of  preserving  the  Rosa  Parks 
landmark  tree  and  locating  the  tree  to  a neighborhood  with  cultural  sensitivity  and  in  a location 
where  the  tree  would  have  meaning.  Mr.  Brooks  discussed  the  negative  carbon  effects  that  the 
project  would  have  initially  that  would  be  mitigated  if  the  project  were  to  encourage  people  out 
of  cars. 

6.  Mature  and  Historic  Tree  Stands  Best  Management  Practices  Listening  Series.  Council  members 
will  be  hearing  from  urban  forest  managers  and  stakeholders  on  consideration  of  Best 
Management  Practices  to  improve  the  health  of  San  Francisco's  mature  and  historic  tree  stands. 
(Explanatory  Documents:  Best  Management  Practices  Presentations)  (Informational  Presentations 
and  Discussion) 

Mr.  Robert  Bakewell,  Founder,  Friends  of  the  Oak  Woodlands,  presented  on  the  historic  oak 
woodlands  grove  in  Golden  Gate  Park  that  have  been  located  in  the  area  since  1879.  He 
reported  on  the  value  of  the  Significant  Natural  Resources  Area  Management  Plan  (SNRAMP)  that 
guides  the  stewardship  and  best  management  practices  of  the  grove  and  area  surrounding  the 
grove  in  front  of  the  Conservatory  of  Flowers.  Mr.  Bakewell  discussed  infrastructure,  social  and 
planting  problems  that  existed  in  the  area  and  stewardship  work  accomplished  and  in  progress  to 
manage  the  historic  woodlands,  planting  of  native  species,  restoration,  creating  trail  access,  and 
increasing  habitat  diversity.  (Reference  Presentation) 

Mr.  Eric  Brooks,  Sustainability  Chair,  San  Francisco  Green  Party,  discussed  his  expertise  in 
maintenance  and  restoration  of  forests  and  forest  eco  systems.  He  spoke  in  opposition  to  what  he 
believes  to  be  City  and  Natural  Areas  Program  policies  to  clear  cut  trees  and  apply  herbicides  to 
restore  previous  habitats  instead  of  utilizing  urban  forest  stewardship  programs  to  preserve  forests, 
biodiversity,  and  endangered  species  from  extinction.  Mr.  Brooks  discussed  similarities  between 
the  eugenics  movement  that  resulted  in  a mass  sterilization  of  people  throughout  the  country  with 
the  invasive  biology  mentality  applied  to  trees,  plants  and  wildlife.  He  discussed  how  clear 
cutting  trees  creates  more  carbon  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  and  the  threat  imposed  by  climate 
change  to  biodiversity.  Mr.  Brooks  referenced  a Science  Daily  article  "Presence  of  Wolves  Allow 
Aspen  Recovery  in  Yellowstone." 
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Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Department  of  the  Environment  Biodiversity  Coordinator,  presented  on  the 
natural  environmental  context  of  San  Francisco’s  urban  forest,  discussing  his  job  to  convene 
everyone  to  save  San  Francisco’s  natural  heritage  and  indigenous  habitats  and  to  introduce 
nature  into  the  urban  environment.  He  reported  on  San  Francisco’s  urban  forest  and  the 
importance  of  trees,  grass  and  scrub  to  the  city’s  current  landscape  and  natural  areas.  Mr. 
Brastow  discussed  the  incredible  biodiversity  in  San  Francisco  and  the  endangered  species  that 
are  located  here.  He  discussed  the  Urban  Forest  Plan’s  vision  to  green  the  intersection  of  101  and 
280,  California  geology,  and  the  importance  of  preservation  and  stewardship  restoration  efforts  to 
save  the  natural  ecology  of  San  Francisco.  (Reference  Presentation) 

Ms.  Lisa  Wayne,  Open  Space  Manager,  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  Natural 
Areas  Program  Manager  presented  on  forestry  recommendations  in  the  Significant  Natural 
Resource  Areas  Management  Plan  (SNRAMP).  Topics  of  discussion  included  SNRAMP  history, 
natural  and  significant  natural  resource  areas,  biodiversity  objectives,  trees  and  urban  forest 
values,  natural  areas  tree/forest  facts,  condition  and  impacts  of  blue  gum  eucalyptus  in  natural 
areas,  summary  of  Plan  actions  by  area,  trees  and  forestry  recommendations,  and  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  assessment  process.  (Reference  Presentation) 

Mr.  Josiah  Clark,  Consulting  Ecologist,  presented  on  San  Francisco’s  mature  and  historic  tree 
stands  and  the  question  of  what  San  Francisco  is  managing  for.  Topics  of  discussion  included 
prioritizing  preservation  efforts,  local  regional  native  woodland  types,  target  species  for  San 
Francisco’s  urban  parks,  perception  of  nature  and  biological  diversity,  structural  diversity  as  a 
habitat  resource,  preserving  and  maximizing  biodiversity  at  the  forest  edge,  native  tree  diversity, 
identifying  and  maximizing  riparian  conditions,  diversifying  plantings  to  maximize  biodiversity  and 
breeding  sites  and  in  San  Francisco’s  mature  and  historic  tree  stands.  (Reference  Presentation) 

Mr.  Mike  Vasey,  Professor  of  Conservation  Biology,  San  Francisco  State  University,  discussed  the 
concept  of  adaptive  management,  a key  part  of  the  SNRAMP.  He  discussed  San  Francisco's 
inverted  landscape  and  as  a biodiversity  hotspot  consisting  of  many  unusual  species  that  are 
restrictive  to  the  coast  and  are  only  found  on  certain  kinds  of  soils.  Mr.  Vasey  discussed  the 
influence  of  fog  and  the  marine  layer  on  chaparral  on  the  coast  and  the  importance  of  fog  to 
vegetation  on  the  coast.  He  reported  that  trees  are  a dominant  aspect  of  natural  areas  that  did 
not  exist  in  San  Francisco  before  and  spoke  of  the  ancillary  impacts  that  trees  may  pose  such  as 
the  potential  for  fog  diminishing  along  the  coast,  a drying  climate,  and  fire  risks.  He  discussed  the 
dependence  of  habitat  on  grasslands  and  scrub.  Mr.  Vasey  discussed  the  need  to  try  to  protect 
and  expand  natural  areas  as  a way  to  protect  the  legacy  of  San  Francisco  and  urged  decision 
makers  to  support  the  SNRAMP. 

Mr.  Jake  Sigg,  California  Native  Plant  Society,  Yerba  Buena  Chapter,  complete  excerpt  as 
provided  by  Mr.  Sigg:  Before  talking  about  CNPS  concerns,  a personal  note.  Discussion  of 
Tasmanian  blue  gum  seems  to  set  people  off;  there  are  many  who  love  it  and  many  who  hate  it.  I 
am  personally  deeply  enamored  of  it,  as  well  as  the  ribbon  gum-and  I have  been  defending  and 
promoting  them  for  decades.  It  is  a tree  that  enhances  our  maintained  parks,  a tree  that  is 
unfamiliar  to  many  visitors.  Wm  Hammond  Hall,  in  setting  the  design  and  philosophy  for  GGP,  took 
note  of  the  advantages  of  our  climate  vs  that  obtaining  in  most  sections  of  the  country  and 
pronounced  it  a climate  that  favored  evergreen  over  deciduous  plants.  Visitors  to  the  city,  who 
may  enjoy  the  brilliant  autumn  color  of  deciduous  trees  at  home,  may  marvel  at  these  unfamiliar 
grand  creations.  The  eastern  end  of  GGP  and  the  Panhandle  is  where  Hall  started  planting  the 
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Park,  so  that  is  where  we  have  our  oldest  and  grandest  trees.  The  City  should  be  singling  out  this 
area  as  a special  arboretum  for  heritage  trees. 

But  those  trees  are  nearing  the  end  of  their  lives,  and  they  are  no  longer  being  planted,  so  that  in 
two  or  three  decades  there  will  be  few  if  any,  a fact  that  makes  me  very  sad.  Speaking  of  the 
blue  gums  and  ribbon  gums,  there  are  no  other  trees  that  combine  their  enormous  size  and  brute 
strength  with  grace,  apparent  fragility,  and  clean,  sensuous  lines.  We  don't  sufficiently  appreciate 
them.  If  they  were  in  a museum  with  a frame  around  them,  they  would  be  fawned  over.  I have 
urged  RecPark  to  begin  planting  replacement  trees,  looking  to  the  day  when  the  present 
patriarchs  are  gone. 

Putting  on  CNPS  hat:  I felt  it  necessary  to  make  clear  my  personal  feelings  about  the  tree  that  is 
causing  dissension.  It  clearly  has  a place  in  our  developed  parks,  where  it  cannot  create 
problems.  The  situation  in  a developed  park  is  different  from  a wild  area,  which  is  dependent  on 
natural  factors.  In  1990,  long  before  the  City  established  its  Natural  Areas  Program,  I talked  to  the 
MPIC  regarding  the  deteriorating  situation  of  the  Mt  Davidson  eucalyptus  plantation,  which  I 
loved  and  wanted  to  see  saved.  As  a gardener,  it  was  apparent  to  me  that  the  domination  of 
the  understory  by  three  plants  was  displacing  the  native  plant  understory  that  provided  diversity 
and  wildlife  habitat  and  replacing  it  with  aggressive  invasives  with  little  to  no  wildlife  value:  English 
ivy,  Himalayan  blackberry,  and  Cape  ivy  (not  a true  ivy,  but  a viny  member  of  the  sunflower 
family).  To  boot,  the  English  ivy  was  climbing  the  trees,  and  I could  see  where  the  situation  was 
heading.  It  was  this  situation  that  I tried  calling  attention  to;  I did  not  ask  for  removal  of  any  trees, 
merely  to  manage  the  understory  for  diversity. 

A quarter  of  a century  later,  that  simple  remedy  will  no  longer  suffice,  as  the  deterioration  has 
now  reached  a crisis.  Ivy  has  climbed  150-200'  into  the  crowns  of  large  numbers  of  trees, 
competing  for  light,  which  the  trees  must  have  to  produce  energy.  Some  trees  have  already  died 
from  this  cause,  others  will  soon,  and  other  have  been  toppled  by  the  sheer  weight  of  ivy  (which 
must  weigh  several  tons).  The  plantation  has  evolved  into  a chaotic  mess,  and  it  is  trending  to 
becoming  of  little  use  to  humans  or  wildlife.  The  remedy  becomes  more  costly  the  longer  it  is 
delayed:  hundreds  of  trees  and  acres  of  blackberry  and  ivy  need  to  be  removed  and  disposed 
of.  Bear  in  mind  that  there  are  an  estimated  1 1,000  trees  on  the  mountain,  so  a few  hundred  will 
not  be  very  noticeable.  The  time  has  passed  when  we  can  ignore  this  deteriorating  and 
dangerous  situation. 

Summer  hikers  on  Mt  Sutro  or  Mt  Davidson  often  encounter  wet,  mucky  trails  and  streams  from  fog 
drip.  Suggest  the  possibility  of  fire  in  such  a place  and  you  meet  with  laughter  and  derision.  Yet 
the  summer  and  autumn  we  just  passed  through  was  a very  dangerous  time  in  San  Francisco.  The 
blue  gum  evolved  in  a year-round  rainfall  regime,  and  it  is  unaccustomed  to  dry  summers.  Three 
dry  years  in  a row  created  a potentially  catastrophic  situation  of  dying  trees  and  years  of 
accumulation  of  dry  fuel.  All  the  ingredients  were  there  except  a spark  to  ignite.  Fortunately,  we 
got  to  the  rainy  season  without  this  happening. 

That  does  not  mean  the  danger  is  over.  Trees  benefiting  from  fog  drip-on  the  west  sides  of  Mt 
Sutro  and  Mt  Davidson-although  stressed  by  the  drought,  survived  in  reasonable  shape.  Those 
deeper  into  the  plantation  and  not  directly  exposed  to  the  wet  fogs-in  effect  in  the  "fog 
shadow”-endured  prolonged  stress  from  the  dry  conditions.  Many  of  them  are  dead  now  and 
others  will  be  dying,  as  their  root  systems  were  weakened  and  their  stored  energy  was  depleted. 
Not  many  trees  died  in  the  short  but  intense  drought  season  of  1976-77;  however,  there  was  a 
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delayed  reaction  and  many  died  in  the  following  two  years.  Expect  worse-because  of  the  three- 
year  drought--in  the  coming  year. 

We  can  no  longer  ignore  this  evolving  catastrophe.  We  are  now  beginning  to  see  the  difference 
between  a forest  and  a plantation.  The  latter  has  not  stood  the  tests  of  time,  as  the  planted 
groves  are  only  a little  over  a century  old.  The  situation  requires  adaptive  management,  as  drier 
areas  of  the  city-for  example,  Glen  Canyon,  McLaren  Park,  Yerba  Buena  Island,  and  Bayview  Hill- 
-are  proving  uncongenial  to  this  exotic  tree.  The  draft  Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas 
Management  Plan  covers  much  of  what  needs  to  be  done.  However,  it  was  drafted  many  years 
ago.  In  the  meantime,  the  plants  burgeoned  while  the  Plan  remained  unchanged;  it  is  therefore 
out  of  date.  Because  of  the  delays  in  adopting  the  Plan,  it  is  too  conservative  and  therefore  will 
leave  many  problems  unaddressed  that  it  should  address. 

The  expense  of  cleaning  up  the  developing  mess  will  be  enormous  and  beyond  the  City's  ability 
to  fund,  so  will  require  FEMA  money.  FEMA  does  not  dispense  funds  without  a plan;  we  hope  that 
the  City  will  have  a plan  soon. 

Ms.  Ruth  Gravanis,  Alliance  for  Natural  Areas,  presented  on  maximizing  the  benefits  of  historic  tree 
stands  discussing  the  benefits  of  Blue  Gum  trees  that  are  a part  of  historic  tree  stands  in  Glen 
Canyon  Park.  She  urged  the  endorsement  of  the  SNRAMP  that  provides  Best  Management 
Practices  of  these  tree  stands  and  to  increase  public  education  to  address  misconceptions  of 
elements  of  the  plan.  Ms.  Gravanis  discussed  the  benefits  that  the  SNRAMP  would  provide  to  the 
public  and  wildlife.  (Reference  Presentation) 

Council  Members  held  a discussion  with  presenters  on  Best  Management  Practices. 

Public  Comment: 

Ms.  Dee  Seligman  referred  to  a classic  forestry  textbook.  Ecology  and  Silviculture  of  Eucalyptus 
Forests , that  states  that  thinning  only  benefits  eucalyptus  under  15  years  of  age.  Thinning  older 
trees,  such  as  Mt.  Davidson  and  Mt.  Sutro's  120  year-old  eucalyptus  trees  would  send  them  into 
sharp  decline  because  of  intergrafted  roots  and  wind  protection  interdependence.  Additionally, 
The  California  Forestry  Handbook  of  the  CA  Dept,  of  Forestry  indicates  all  trees  should  be  thinned 
early  and  regularly  because  it  is  "expensive,  slow,  hard  work."  Thinning  is  not  usually  done  unless 
there  is  an  economically  viable  commercial  product.  Dr.  Joe  R.  McBride,  a local  eucalyptus 
expert  who  wrote  a management  plan  for  the  Presidio's  eucalyptus  plantations  and  14  reports 
on  Bay  Area  eucalyptus  for  CA  Dept  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  advises  decisions  should  be  made 
park-by-park.  He  urges  us  to  figure  out  what  our  goal  is  before  deciding  how  to  manage  a forest, 
since  ecosystem  function  is  different  than  a production  forest.  We  know  that " blue  gums  are 
biomass  machines " for  storing  carbon. 

Mr.  Paul  Rotter  discussed  the  reduction  of  eucalyptus  trees  on  Tank  Hill  20  years  ago  and  the 
request  made  by  neighbors  to  halt  tree  removal  on  Tank  Hill  until  more  native  trees  are  planted 
and  reach  a sustainable  condition.  He  reported  that  hardly  any  of  these  trees  remain.  He 
discussed  the  planting  of  non-native  tree  seedlings  by  the  Nature  Conservancy  in  Minnesota  in  an 
area  with  a warm  and  drier  climate  and  how  well  they  are  doing.  Mr.  Rotter  discussed  the 
dangers  imposed  by  climate  change  issues  and  urged  that  any  discussion  of  an  Urban  Forest 
Master  Plan  should  be  done  in  the  shadow  of  a changing  climate.  Mr.  Rotter  urged  the  Council 
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to  ask  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  an  improved  brief  of  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  so  issues  could  be 
addressed  in  a more  scientific  manner. 

Ms.  Rupa  Bose  stated  that  there  used  to  be  a theory  that  eucalyptus  trees  had  a 120  year  life 
span,  but  that  current  research  shows  they  have  a 300  to  500  year  life  span.  She  stated  that  the 
eucalyptus  trees  in  question  are  relatively  young  and  healthy.  Ms.  Bose  referenced  the  Hort 
Science  report  that  shows  that  almost  80  percent  of  the  eucalyptus  trees  on  Mt.  Davidson  are  in 
fair  to  poor  condition.  She  pointed  out  that  the  report  references  a small  sampling  of  trees  at  the 
edge  of  the  forest  that  is  not  representative  of  all  of  the  trees  in  the  area.  Ms.  Bose  stated  that  a 
tree  in  fair  condition  is  fine  in  a forest  that  is  supposed  to  have  trees  in  a variety  of  conditions.  She 
pointed  out  that  the  dead  trees  on  Mt.  Davidson  were  found  to  be  girdled  due  to  anti  eucalyptus 
tree  activism.  She  spoke  of  the  adaptive  nature  of  eucalyptus  to  a dry  climate. 

Mr.  Joshua  Arce,  Commission  on  the  Environment  President,  thanked  the  Council  and  relevant 
agencies  for  their  work  on  Best  Management  Practices.  He  reported  on  public  comment 
received  at  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  and  Policy  Committee  asking  that  there  be  an 
action  taken  to  reconsider  plans  for  removal  of  trees.  He  spoke  of  his  background  as  a Civil  Rights 
Attorney  and  discussed  the  lens  in  which  communities  of  color  receive  and  process  this 
information.  Mr.  Arce  stated  that  eucalyptus  trees  are  known  to  provide  a good  source  of 
carbon  sequestration  and  discussed  the  negative  aspects  that  removal  would  have  on  climate 
change.  He  suggested  that  plans  be  reconsidered  and  that  only  dangerous  trees  be  removed 
and  to  repair  those  that  are  in  fair  or  poor  condition. 

Council  Secretary  Monica  Fish  read  public  comment  into  the  record  by  Ms.  Linda  Shaffer,  Vice 
President,  California  Native  Plant  Society,  urging  that  recommendations  contained  in  Recreation 
and  Park  Department’s  Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas  Management  Plan  for  best 
management  practices  for  mature  and  historic  tree  stands  in  parks  and  open  spaces  be 
included  and  that  Council  Members  watch  Becoming  Californio,  a recently  released 
documentary  produced  for  PBS  at  Sacramento  State  in  which  the  concept  of  cutting  some  trees 
in  a tree  stand  to  make  the  rest  of  the  trees  healthier  is  directly  addressed  (Reference  Public 
Comment  Linda  Shaffer). 

Ms.  Mary  McAllister  suggested  that  the  Council  visit  forest  areas  managed  by  the  Natural  Areas 
Program  such  as  Pine  Lake  and  Stern  Grove  before  endorsing  a management  practice  that  has 
not  been  successful.  She  discussed  the  destruction  in  these  areas  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
more  light  for  native  plants.  Ms.  McAllister  stated  that  many  of  the  native  trees  that  were  planted 
did  not  survive  because  they  will  not  grow  on  hills  where  most  natural  areas  are  and  because 
they  require  more  water  than  the  trees  that  were  destroyed,  do  not  tolerate  wind,  and  the  soil  will 
not  support  the  trees. 

Ms.  Anastasia  Glikshtern,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  Natural  Areas  Program  and  Significant  Natural 
Resources  Area  Management  Plan.  She  provided  pictures  from  1942  of  a Mount  Davidson 
landslide  that  was  caused  due  to  removal  of  trees  and  vegetation.  Ms.  Glikshtern  discussed  the 
clear  cutting  plan  for  Mt.  Davidson  in  the  MAI  area  to  plant  California  Huckleberry  which  grows 
everywhere. 

Mr.  Richard  Drexler  discussed  information  that  can  be  attained  from  reports  made  by  birders  of 
bird  populations  that  are  contrary  to  what  is  contained  in  the  SNAMP  and  discussions  presented 
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today.  He  suggested  that  these  reports  be  referenced  as  a way  to  generate  public  policy, 
stating  that  the  data  shows  that  we  are  in  a better  situation  than  we  think  we  are  in. 

7.  Planning  Commission  Approval  of  Urban  Forest  Plan.  The  Council  will  hold  a brief  discussion  of  the 
Planning  Commission  adoption  hearing  on  November  20,  2014  and  next  steps.  (Discussion) 

Council  Member  Jon  Swae  reported  that  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  the  Urban  Forest 
Plan  on  November  20,  '201 4,  and  as  a condition  of  approval,  recommended  that  a glossary  be 
added,  which  has  been  included.  He  reported  that  an  Ordinance  for  amendment  to  the 
General  Plan  was  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  a hearing  would  be  held  in  mid- 
January,  date  to  be  determined. 

8.  Review  and  Approval  of  Urban  Forestry  Council  Draft  Resolution  2014-08-UFC  Commending 
Member  Emeritus  Mike  Barrow  for  his  Service  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  (Explanatory 

Document:  Approved  Resolution)  (Discussion  and  Action) 

Council  Coordinator  Mei  Ling  Hui  read  the  Resolution  commending  Council  Member  Emeritus 
Mike  Barrow  into  the  record.  Council  Member  Emeritus  Barrow  thanked  the  Council,  discussed 
the  positive  contribution  made  by  the  Council  to  the  community,  and  potential  for  future 
contributions.  Upon  Motion  by  Chair  Flanagan,  second  by  Member  Sherwin,  the  Resolution  was 
approved  (AYES:  Members  Flanagan,  Short,  Hillan,  Hillson,  Kida,  Leffingwell,  Sherwin,  A.  Sullivan, 

M.  Sullivan,  and  Swae;  Noes:  None;  Absent:  None). 

9.  Committee  Reports:  (Informational  Reports  and  Discussion) 

Planning  & Policy  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Committee  Chair  Andrew  Sullivan  reported  on 
Committee  plans  to  synthesize  the  Best  Management  Practices  listening  series  for  Council  review 
and  idea  of  combining  the  Planning  and  Funding  Committees  that  would  be  discussed  at  the 
next  Committee  meeting.  Committee  Member  Leffingwell  reported  on  meetings  held  with  the 
Forest  Service  to  discuss  Urban  Forest  Master  Plan  obstacles  and  opportunities  in  San  Francisco 
and  opportunities  for  ongoing  collaboration. 

Funding  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  No  Funding  Committee  report  was  issued  at  this  time. 

Landmark  Tree  Ad  Hoc  Committee.  Chair’s  Report.  Committee  Chair  Hillson  reported  on  the 
withdrawal  of  a nomination  for  a landmark  tree  and  asked  for  an  update  on  whether  landmark 
tree  markers  will  be  discussed  at  a potential  January  8 Committee  meeting. 

10.  Staff  Report.  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion)  Council  Coordinator  Mei  Ling  Hui  reported  on 
her  vacation  schedule.  Chair  Flanagan  requested  that  a meeting  be  scheduled  with  Van  Ness 
BRT  staff. 

1 1.  Chair’s  Announcements:  Chair,  Urban  Forestry  Council  (Information  and  Discussion)  There  were  no 
Chair’s  announcement  made  at  this  time. 

12.  Urban  Forestry  Council  Member  Announcements.  (Information  and  Discussion)  Member  Alvarez 
congratulated  Council  Secretary  Fish  for  her  commendation  by  Local  261  for  her  service  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  Council  Coordinator  Hui’-s  certification  for  Sustainable 
Landscape  Design  and  Maintenance  by  the  Bay  Friendly  Coalition. 
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13.  New  Business/Future  Agenda  Items.  (Information  and  Discussion)  Chair  Flanagan  suggested  that 
the  Council  work  on  identifying  Best  Management  Practices  at  future  meetings.  Committee 
Member  Alvarez  asked  that  departments  that  are  responsible  for  trees  report  on  the  loss  of  trees 
caused  by  the  recent  storm  and  their  plans  to  proactively  manage  trees  due  to  increased  storms 
caused  by  climate  change.  Member  Michael  Sullivan  suggested  that  the  Council  work  on 
creating  a list  of  introductory  tree  species  that  will  thrive  in  San  Francisco  open  space  areas  and 
increase  the  diversity  of  tree  species.  Chair  Flanagan  suggested  a discussion  of  this  issue  at  the 
next  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  meeting. 

14.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Council  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Council's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today’s  agenda.  There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time.
